first (and last) time in Middle- 
town, Connecticut in 1982. He’d 

just gotten out of jail. We ate dinner in 
a cheesy, overpriced restaurant and 
talked about sex and chainsaws. 

Abbie was on the lecture circuit, and 
a friend of mine had convinced his 
booking agent to schedule him for a 
talk at Wesleyan University. It was a 
distinctly Hoffmanlike hustle; my 
friend had no official organizational 
backing, no money for a deposit and 
no real way to pay the $4,000 lecture 
fee, except to hope that enough stu- 
dents would show up and fork over $5. 

Somehow, she sold this scheme to 
the agency, and on the appointed day, 
there was Abbie, telling us jokes and 
stories nonstop for about five hours, 
through dinner, the car ride to the lec- 
ture hall and finally, the Main Event. 
He was in fine form, cheerful, funny, 
insightful and inspiring, and when it 
became obvious that the gate receipts 
would never begin to cover the tab, 
Abbie laughed, told his agent to stop 
taking life so seriously and congra- 
tulated us for getting him to come and 
talk for a fraction of his normal fee. 

Politics was not the only thing on 
his mind that night. I remember him 
telling me over and over how horny he 
was after all those nights in jail, and 
how beautiful his “running mate,”’ 
Johanna Lawrenson, was. But even 
that discussion kept getting political,

The high price of gold 


legacy of environmental destruction that is 

still haunting us 140 years later. Toxic 
chemicals like arsenic and cyanide, used to extract 
gold from ore, leach out of abandoned mines in the 
Sierra and are carried by mountain streams and 
rivers into San Francisco Bay, where they damage 
marine life. 

The search for gold is no different from the 
search for oil, or coal or any of the numerous 
other minerals that lie beneath the Earth’s surface. 
While there are some legitimate public-interest 
reasons for mineral exploration and mining, such 
enterprises are often fueled by greed. More often 
than not, they enrich a few — and damage 
the land, water and air for generations to come. 

We have seen that with the Exxon Valdez spill 
(see accompanying editorial). We can see it as well 
in the open-pit gold mines that are now springing 
up across the California desert. 

At the Mesquite Mine in Imperial County, for 
example, Gold Fields Operating Co., a subsidiary 
ofa British firm with ties to South Africa, is ripping 
4.5 million tons a year of low-grade ore out of the 
Sonoran desert. When the mine is depleted in 20 
years, the operators will simply move on, leaving 
270-feet high piles of discarded rock and six gaping 
holes 450-feet deep. As Craig McLaughlin reports 
on page 15, the mine is located on federal land, but 
the federal Bureau of Land Management can’t — 
or won’t — make Gold Fields clean up its mess. 

The fate of California’s deserts can’t be left to 
BLM or the big private mining firms. The public

Boycott Exxon 


F ANYTHING could be more obscene than 
: the oil spill that has devastated Alaska’s Prince 

William Sound, it’s the possibility that Exxon, 
which is largely responsible for the spill and its 
bungled cleanup, might actually make money on 
the tragedy. The sudden jump in gasoline prices, 
Exxon’s insurance claims and the tax write-offs the 
company reportedly wants to take for the money 
lost when the tanker Exxon Valdez ran aground 
could easily outstrip the minimal costs of the 
limited cleanup and the equally minimal fines the 
state and federal governments are likely to assess. 

Exxon is not the only party at fault: The Reagan 
and Bush administrations weakened oil transpor- 
tation rules (for example, the requirement that all 
tankers have double hulls, which would have pre- 
vented the Alaska spill). But Exxon ought to pay for 
its mistakes — if only to let the major oil companies 
know that the public will not tolerate such actions. 

For more than a century, companies like Exxon 
have: plundered the Western states, extracting 
wealth from the land and leaving little but en- 
vironmental destruction. Private power companies 


should demand that state and federal officials make 
some important legislative changes: 

@ The Mining Law of 1872 must be changed to 
make mining discretionary, not protected. It was 
written more than 100 years ago, when the nation 
desperately needed minerals. Today, the United 
States has a 26-year surplus of gold and many 
analysts are predicting a worldwide glut. The law 
has become an excuse for foreign firms to plunder 
federal lands without paying the government or the 
people for the privilege. 

@ Senator Alan Cranston’s Desert Protection Act 
should be approved. Cranston’s bill would set aside 
4.5 million acres of desert as wilderness. There are 
some places that shouldn’t be mined — ever. 

® The federal government should require full rec- 
lamation efforts on all approved mines, including 
backfilling on open pit mines. 

@ The private companies that make big money 
mining public lands should be forced to put a por- 
tion of their profits back into the public till. Some 
states now place ‘‘severance taxes’’ on every gallon 
of oil pumped out of the ground, since the oil lies 
below land owned by everyonein the state. Califor- 
nia should levy severance taxes on all minerals, 
including oil and gold. The federal government 
should, too — especially for minerals mined on 
public land. 

Without strong government action, the gold 
diggers (and oil drillers) of ’89 will do exactly what 
they have done in the past: Rape the land, foul the 
air and water and walk away with the loot, leaving 
the rest of us to clean up the mess. 


like PG&E build dams on public rivers. Private 
mining companies like Gold Fields Operating (see 
accompanying editorial) pit-mine public deserts. 
Private oil companies like Exxon befoul public 
waters. And all the public ever gets is the heavy tab 
for cleaning up the mess. 

If Exxon gets away with this latest crime against 
the environment, the offenses will only continue. 
(After Santa Barbara and Valdez, can the San Fran- 
cisco Bay be safe?) The Justice Department and the 
State of Alaska ought to prosecute Exxon and its ex- 
ecutives to the fullest extent of the law — but based 
on past history, it’s unlikely that will happen. 

Ralph Nader has called for aconsumer boycott of 
Exxon, to express public outrage and teach the giant 
company a lesson. Some environmental groups 
have been slow to join in — after all, Exxon is hardly 
the only oil company to harm the environment. 

But the Valdez spill was a crime of unusual 
severity, and Exxon should not escape punish- 
ment. We’re with Nader: Boycott Exxon. It may be 
the only message the world’s largest oil company 
will ever understand. 


Abbie Hoffman, 1936-1989 


sensitive, the sentimental, the stupid, the 

silly, the shortsighted and a whole lot of 
others — the most important point about Abbie 
Hoffman has still not come through. On the 
critical issues of his time, from the Vietnam War to 
the First Amendment to Central America to the 
future of the St. Lawrence River, a lot of Abbie’s 
critics were wrong — and Abbie was right. 

Abbie (as almost everybody knew him) was a 
die-hard patriot who loved his country almost as 
much as he hated the people who ran it. He was a 
brilliant politician who despised politicians, an 
aging promoter of youth, a consummate clown who 
was a lot more serious about politics than most of 
his boring political critics. He also accomplished a 
whole lot more than the vast majority of those 
critics ever will. 


A FTER ALL the predictable eulogies — the 


Like any good political organizer, Abbie changed 
with the times — but unlike most of his Sixties col- 
leagues, he never outgrew his passion, his commit- 
ment or his sense of humor. In his 52nd and final 
year of life, he was still telling offensive (and very 
funny) jokes, still working overtime for social 
change and still telling young activists they should 
learn to have fun. 

From fighting censorship (‘‘freedom is the right 
to yell ‘theater!’ in a crowded fire’’) to opposing 
the Vietnam War to saving the St. Lawrence River 
from the Army Corps of Engineers to promoting 
human rights in Central America, Abbie was 
always out front. He led a lot of losing battles, but 
he won more than his share — and to his dying day, 
he never gave up the fight. 

Like John Lennon, Abbie was among the best of 
a remarkable generation. We’ll miss him.

Engmann on Planning Code 

Your editorial and story regarding the revision 
of the City Planning Code (see Bay Guardian, 
3/22/89) missed an important point. As I pointed 
out to your reporter (but which was omitted from 
your story and editorial), the entire proposed work 
and funding plan was subject to review in public by 
the City Planning Commission, just like every 
other proposal or work plan from the department. 
Since your reporter has not frequented many com- 
mission meetings, he is apparently unaware of the 
intense public scrutiny that this commission has 
given every department work plan. 

I, as other planning commissioners who were 
aware of Commissioner Hu’s efforts, intended to 
reserve my judgement on the process until that time 
when the preliminary work had resulted in a draft 
for our review at public hearing. 

Our first hearing on this issue will be April 27th. It 
is then that the full commission will address the 
ethical and practical issues that your editorial raises.

Tim Redmond responds: Commissioner 
Engmann seems to have missed the essential point 
of our story and editorial. We never suggested that 
the City Planning Code revision was undertaken 
without the public consent of the Planning Commis- 
sion (in fact, Jim Balderston’s story noted that we 
spoke with four planning commissioners, including 
Engmann, and that all of them supported the 
project, although some expressed reservations). 

The point was that all the actual meetings of the 
group revising the code had been held in secret, 
with no notice to the public, and that the group was 
privately funded and made up almost entirely of 
developers, downtown lawyers, architects and real 
estate agents. The perspective of neighborhood 
and environmental groups was strikingly absent. 

We’ve usually agreed with Engmann’s positions 
on planning issues. In this case, however, we don’t 
share his faith in the Planning Code revision 
process. As our editorial noted, even well-meaning 
efforts of this sort in the past have turned into utter 
disasters (Charlie Starbuck’s ill-fated Downtown 
EIR is but one example). We aren’t willing to 
“reserve our judgment’ until the preliminary 
work is done. By that time, the project — like any 
bureaucratic effort — will have developed a 
momentum of its own, and will be hard to stop or 
substantially alter. 

The time to get neighborhood input on this sort 
of project is at the very beginning, before the 
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damage is done, not at the end, when it may be too 
late to correct. And there is never, ever a valid 
excuse for holding meetings of this sort in secret. 


Kudos for child-care coverage 


Hats off to you for your March 29th issue featur- 
ing child-care issues in the Bay Area and for your 
well-informed and strong editorial position in sup- 
port of child care for working families. It seems 
just yesterday that those of us stating the serious 
lack of affordable quality child care felt like voices 
crying in the wilderness. Now we have strong pub- 
lic voices such as yours, stating the critical need for 
child care, an essential first step toward finding 
concrete solutions for working mothers and 
fathers. 

I would like to correct an impression that your 
column on workplace day care gave about the C-5 
Infant-Toddler Center, an excellent and much- 
needed program, as being the only worksite pro- 
gram in San Francisco. The UCSF Marilyn Reed 
Lucia Child Care Study Center has served more 
than 300 employee families of UCSF over the past 
ten years at one of the city’s largest single work- 
sites. We are licensed for 48 full-time children ages 
two through five. We divide some of these slots to 
make part-time positions and are currently able to 
serve 55 families. Forty of these families are UC 
employees. The remainder are student and com- 
munity working families. 

Most of our employee parents work close by and 
can because of this proximity participate in their 
children’s ‘‘center’’ lives. They visit their children 
during lunch or other breaks in the workday. They 
take their children for short walks or to the doctor 
or dentist and then return their child to the center. 
They help out on field trips. Parents have time to 
visit with teachers at both ends of the day. Parents 
proudly bring co-workers along with them to visit. 
There is an air of ownership, belonging and well- 
being especially observable in parents at a worksite 
center.

Garbage in, garbage out: 
Reading the Chronicle's April 
11th story about state Senator 
Quentin Kopp's press con- 
ference the day before, you'd 
have to wonder if Kopp is a 
fool, or just has too much time 
on his hands. The article said 
Kopp ‘‘charged that San Fran- 
cisco’s garbage companies 
are getting ready to ask for a 
large increase in rates,’’ but 
that’s hardly worth a press 
conference — the scavengers 
ask for a rate increase every 
three to four years. However, 
the problem wasn’t with Kopp, 
but with Chronicle reporter 
Steve Massey's article. 

Kopp called the press con- 
ference to charge that the 
scavengers would be asking 
city ratepayers to pay the cost 
of an employee buy-out of 
former shareholders. Kopp 
estimated the annual price tag 
of this and other “‘phony’’ ex- 
penses at $18 million. 

Massey walked in after the 
conference was over and 
asked, ‘‘So what's the story 
here?’ He apparently never 
took the time to find out. He 
simply called Norcal, the city's 
monopoly garbage company, 
and the Department of Public 
Works, then dutifully reported 
their responses. “Officials at 
the Department of Public 
Works said they. . . were 
caught off guard by the 
charges,” Massey reported. 
Actually, the charges had 
been carefully documented in 
a lengthy March 8th Bay 
Guardian feature on the 
scavengers that included inter- 
views with DPW officials. 

“No request for a rate in- 
crease has been filed by either 
of the collection companies or 
by Sanitary Fill Co., another 
Norcal subsidiary,"’ Massey 
continued. Actually, Sanitary 
Fill has requested a cut in 
payments to a special fund 
without a corresponding cut in 
rates that were set with those 
payments in mind. The costs 
of the buy-out are used to 
justify keeping the rates at 
their current level in the rate- 
review application, and DPW 
Officials told the Bay Guardian 
they expect Norcal to be back 
within a year to request in- 
creases for Golden Gate Dispo- 
sal and Sunset Scavenger. 

Norcal President Leo Conte 
reportedly told Massey, ‘'We're 
not planning a rate increase 
this year, or next year, or 
hopefully for several years." 
But Kopp told the Bay Guard- 
ian he'd called Conte and said 
he’d back off if Norcal really 
wasn’t planning a rate in- 
crease. ‘‘It’s no big deal,’ he 
said he told Conte. "All you 
have to do is send me a letter 
saying you won't use all these 
expenses in the rate base.” 
Conte declined the offer, Kopp 
said.

THOUGH GOVERNMENT figures show 
the gay-male component of the nation’s 
AIDS cases has dropped from about 70 
percent to 60 percent of all cases, the 
growing assumption that AIDS is “done 
with the gay community’’ is an ‘‘illusion,’’ 
according to a top federal official. 

The drop occurred because the 
government expanded the definition of 
AIDS in September 1987 to include 
diseases that are common to intravenous 
drug users as well as gay men, Dr. James 
Curran, director of the AIDS program at 
the Centers for Disease Control, told an 
April 7th session of the 11th Lesbian and 
Gay Health Conference in San Francisco. 

‘*All of a sudden, [the expanded 
definition] changes the epidemic on a one- 
time basis. This is not a major trend, but a 
major shift,’’ he said. 

Curran warned that gay men are still at 
risk, and said he was worried that safe-sex 
education programs were not reaching the 
next generation of gay men. ‘‘There are 
gay men who are coming out every day 
who need to be educated,’’ he said. 
“*There’s not enough public attention 
toward adolescent gay men.”’ 

The decision to include diseases like 
“‘wasting syndrome,”’ often manifested by 
severe diarrhea, and encephalopathy, 
sometimes called AIDS dementia, in the 
AIDS definition added a seemingly 
disproportionate number of black and 
Hispanic cases to the national AIDs count. 
Curran said that was because ‘‘blacks and 
Hispanics who are IV drug users don’t get 
KS, but have wasting syndrome and en- 
cephalopathy,’’ he said. KS, or Karposi’s 
sarcoma, is a cancer, often of the skin, 
found mostly among gay men. 

“*The new diseases brought a 40 percent 
increase in the number of blacks and 
Hispanics with AIDS,”’ Curran said, but 
they brought only a 25 percent increase in 
the number of gay men with AIDS. 

The growing number of AIDS cases 
among minorities and women, particularly 
on the East Coast, poses grave problems 
for the nation’s medical care delivery 
system, he said. “‘If we found all the people 
[on the East Coast] who are infected, we 
couldn’t deal with half of them,”’ he said. 

Despite the increasing severity of the 
AIDS epidemic, Curran warned that there 
are politicians and researchers talking 
about ‘‘putting AIDS in perspective.’”’ 
Such talk is ‘for people who have ARC,”’ 
he said. ‘‘That stands for AIDS 
resentment complex.’’

HOTEL TAX 
FUND SUPPORT 
FOR THE ARTS 
UNDER ATTACK 


LEGISLATION NOW before the Califor- 
nia Assembly could limit the ability of 
cities to use hotel tax funds to support the 
arts, by requiring that revenue from any in- 


crease in the tax go toward promoting 
tourism. 

The measure, AB 2400, introduced 
by Assemblyman Tom Hannigan 
(D-Fairfield), apparently would 
not affect San Francisco’s Grants for 
the Arts program, which receives almost 
$8 million a year from the hotel tax. 

“*The legislation is not retro- 
active. It’s only for future increments,” 
Kary Schulman, who directs the program, 
told the Bay Guardian. In San Francisco, 
Grants for the Arts and other groups 
receive direct allocations from hotel tax 
revenues, which now amount to 11 percent 
of every visitor’s hotel bill. However, in 
cities like Berkeley and Oakland, hotel tax 
revenues go into the general fund — and 
there the Hannigan bill could have more 
serious effects. 

Mariane Hedderson, who heads Oak- 
land’s Cultural Arts Division, told the Bay 
Guardian the arts compete each year with 
agencies like the Fire Department and the 
police. Efforts to establish a program like 
Grants for the Arts in Oakland could be 
foiled by Hannigan’s legislation, she said. 

Schulman suggested that arts programs 
might be able to argue that the money they 
receive does, indeed, promote tourism. 
‘*We could make a good legal case in San 
Francisco that money that goes into the 
arts is part of the city’s ability to attract 
tourists,’’ she explained. Nevertheless, the 
bill would make life more difficult for arts 
groups in cities that lack established, San 
Francisco-style programs. 

Hannigan told the Bay Guardian he 
introduced the bill because the Hotel and 
Motel Association ‘‘suggested that as it 
became more difficult for local sources to 
raise revenue, they ended up being 
vulnerable to tax increases. I agreed with 
them that some of this money ought to go 
back toward promotion.’’ However, he 
said, arts organizations and city officials 
from several cities with hotel tax funds 
have called his office to protest, and the 
bill lacks the critical support of the 
powerful League of California Cities.

NEW RULING 
SPEEDS REVIEW 
OF MANTECA 
PRESS MERGER 


THE JUSTICE Department has released 
several confidential documents that are 
part of the application for a joint 
operating agreement between two news- 
papers in Manteca, California. The 
decision could speed up the processing of 
the application, which has been stalled for 
eight months. 

In an April 12th Modesto Bee story, 
McClatchy Newspapers Washington cor- 
respondent Michael Doyle reported that 
the documents show that ‘‘real estate 
developer and publisher Antone Raymus 
lost $4.3 million on his Manteca News 
between 1977 and 1987. . 

“But if the News is allowed to enter a 
unique joint operating agreement with the 
Manteca Bulletin, it will start turning a 
profit immediately.’’ 

Attorney General Richard Thornburgh 
has extended the deadline for comment on 
the application to July 31st ‘‘in order to 
provide the public with the opportunity to 
respond to information which previously

had been withheld,’’ according to a Justice 
Department press release. However, it will 
be very difficult for interested parties in 
California to comment on the newly 
released documents, since they are kept in 
a file cabinet in Washington, DC and are 
not available for public review elsewhere. 

In his April 3rd opinion releasing the 
documents, Thornburgh noted that the 
News had requested that the records — 
which include News financial data and letters 
exchanged by the News and Bulletin 
during negotiations — remain confidential 
because ‘‘disclosure of this information 
would cause both personal and 
commercial harm to the Raymus family 
and business.”’ 

The continuation of the comment 
period is the latest of several extensions 
dating back to last September. Some of 
the earlier extensions may have been linked 
to the News’ failure to provided supple- 
mental material requested by the 
department’s Antitrust Division. 

In December, the division petitioned 
Thornburgh to set a firm deadline for the 
News to comply with the request, and to 
deny the application if the News missed 
the deadline. 

But the latest extension is different from 
earlier extensions in that it also sets a 
July 31st deadline for the Antitrust Division 
to make recommendations to the attorney 
general. The division can recommend that 
Thornburgh either approve or dismiss the 
application, or it can call for public 
hearings. 

In other JOA news, newspaper 
employees in York, Pennsylvania have 
decided to oppose a proposed JOA 
between the York Daily Record and the 
York Dispatch. York locals of the 
Newspaper Guild and the International 
Typographical Union, which together 
represent approximately 200 employees of 
the two papers, have hired Duane Ice to 
represent them in their case against the 
merger, according to industry publi- 
cations. Ice, a Southfield, Michigan 
attorney, represented unions in Detroit 
that had opposed a proposed JOA there 
until they cut a deal with the two papers. 
PS: After repeated requests, the Bay Guardian has 
obtained copies of the Justice Department’s Manteca 
file under the Freedom of Information Act. Items in 
the file as of March 8th are available for inspection by 
contacting Jane Sullivan, Bay Guardian, 2700 19th St., 
SF 94110, 824-7660.

ALASKA SPILL: 
20 YEARS OF 
CUTTING BACK 
ON SAFEGUARDS 


LONG BEFORE the Exxon Valdez ripped 
its hull on Bligh Reef in Prince William 
Sound, government and industry officials 
had succeeded in weakening regulations 
aimed at limiting damage to the environ- 
ment in case of a spill. 

1968: Following the discovery of huge oil 
reserves on Alaska’s North Slope, state 
reports conclude that a major oil spill is not 
likely and that planning for one isn’t essen- 
tial; environmentalists argue the opposite. 
1972: The Clean Water Act gives the 


government, specifically the Coast Guard, 
responsibility for developing methods for 
containing any spill. 

Alyeska Pipeline Service Company, the 
eight-company consortium (including Exxon) 
that operates the Valdez oil terminal, and 
federal officials announce the Valdez tanker 
fleet will feature safeguards such as double- 
bottomed hulls and protective ballast tanks. 

Alyeska promises to put together an experi- 
enced spill-containment team based in Valdez. 

The oil industry makes noises about pro- 
viding new technology for combatting spills in 
the Valdez area. Promises include developing 
new chemical dispersants and a sophisticated 
helicopter-mounted laser to ignite oil slicks. 
1973: Congress enacts the Trans Alaska 
Pipeline Authorization Act, giving oil com- 
panies permission to build the pipeline. The 
act puts a $100 million limit on liability 
claims from environmental accidents, in- 
cluding oil spills, and sets up a fund fi- 
nanced by a 5 cent-per-barrel fee on pro- 
ducers for covering the cost of oil spills. 
1977: Alyeska convinces the Coast Guard 
that the tanker safeguards aren’t necessary, 
so only a few ships in the Valdez fleet have 
them — the Exxon Valdez does not. 

1981: Alyeska disbands a 20-man, 
24-hour emergency crew in Valdez for con- 
taining spills. 

1985-86: During an industrywide slump, 
at least nine experts on oil spills leave 
Exxon subsidiaries and affiliates after 
Exxon offers retirement incentives as a 
means of cutting salary costs. 

1987: The Coast Guard changes its regula- 
tions requiring manual map plottings of ship 
position — which ensure that a tanker crew 
knows exactly where it is in regard to naviga- 
tional hazards — reducing the distance from 
port that such readings need to be taken by 15 
miles in order to ‘‘save paperwork.” 

Alyeska submits an updated contingency 
plan to the federal government and claims 
that it can deploy the emergency equip- 
ment to the affected area in five hours. 
(When oil hit the sea three weeks ago, it took 
Exxon 35 hours to encircle the Exxon Valdez 
with barrier booms to contain the spill.)

UC's PLANS 

MAY INCLUDE 
REPRIEVE FOR 
PEOPLE'S PARK - 


WITH POLICE guarding the front door 
and checking identification, the University 
of California at Berkeley unveiled its Long 
Range Development Plan, the blueprint 
for its expansion through the year 2005, at 
a press conference April 12th. 

The plan, which calls for construction 
of more than 2 million square feet of new 
campus facilities, will have a profound 
effect on the surrounding community, but 
the major focus of upcoming public hear- 
ings will almost certainly be the 
university’s surprise announcement that it 
may give up plans to build a dormitory on 
People’s Park. 

As recently as last month, the university 
had been adamant about these plans, 
similar to those which launched the 
original struggle over the park 20 years ago 
(see Bay Guardian, 3/22/89). 

But in announcing the possibility of a 
new plan for the park, Chancellor Ira

Michael Heyman voiced concern that the 
university is being perceived as “‘the bully 
on the block,”’ and conceded that the 
small number of beds planned for the park 
dormitory could be built on other student 
housing sites. ‘‘I’m open to all kinds of 
conversations,’’ Heyman said, indicating 
unusual openness to community input. 

Berkeley Mayor Loni Hancock reacted 
cautiously to the university’s announce- 
ment. ‘‘We welcome any sign that the 
university is willing to negotiate with us 
about keeping the park open space,”’ she 
said. ‘‘The city is on record as wanting to 
acquire the site. The city should have site 
control and should run the activities on the 
park. It makes sense for the university to 
deed the park to the city as a mitigation 
for the developments to be put elsewhere 
in South Campus.” 

Planning Commissioner Clifford Fred 
voiced concerns that the university will use 
the park as a bargaining chip to win 
approval of its other expansion projects. 
“Because of the history and the bloodshed 
and the university’s failure to help work 
on the park over the last 20 years, it has 
already surrendered the rights to the 
park,’’ he said. ‘‘So it’s not fair to say 
major concessions are expected from the 
community in return for it.” 

The controversy over People’s Park 
could overshadow the development plan 
review process, but the plan will impact 
the city in many other ways. Although 
Heyman characterized the development 
plan as ‘‘a rather modest undertaking,” its 
projects, combined with those already 
approved but not yet completed, total 
some 2.7 million square feet. 

The plan calls for a business administra- 
tion complex, three other campus 
buildings, and housing for more than 
3,000 students. Construction of four 
buildings and addition to one has already 
been approved. 

Fred characterized the university’s plan 
as ‘‘an environmental disaster for the city. 
The cumulative impact of all the develop- 





ment they are proposing is more than the 
city can absorb.”’ 

Hancock expressed concern about the 
financial impact on the city. She noted that 
the university is constitutionally exempt 
from paying local taxes, yet the city pro- 
vides it with fire and sewer services. 

“‘We have an agreement, reached last 
year, that when the university takes new 
land off the tax rolls, the university will 
reimburse the city’s portion of the 
property tax, but not the county transit, 
street light assessment district and all the 
other fees for service Berkeley taxpayers 
pay,”’ she said. ‘‘But the university is 
planning to build a great deal of housing 
on land they already own, so they would 
be bringing in a couple thousand people 
and not giving us any money to provide 
services to them.””

Redev ency 
Executive Director Edward 
Helfeld suggested in an April 
6th memorandum that the 
agency change its name to the 
Housing and Development 
Commission. At the same 
time, the agency is about to 
provide an additional $33.9 
million to the developers of the 
Fillmore Center Project. 

The irony of these two 
moves is almost too much to 
bear. Fillmore Center, the 
agency's largest and most 
controversial project, is 
beleaguered with problems 
and Helfeld responds with an 
image move, a name change. 

The Fillmore Center project 
is being built on land that was 
cleared by the Redevelopment 
Agency in the 1960s. Before 
that, those city blocks were 
filled with the homes and busi- 
nesses of the city's black com- 
munity. The agency, using 
federal powers, literally bull- 
dozed the homes of citizens in 
what was then called ‘‘blight 
clearance." 

After twenty-five years, the 
Fillmore Center project is to 
be — according to the agency 
— ahousing and community 
center for the Western Addi- 
tion and Fillmore community 
Along the way, the project is 
supposed to provide jobs and 
training for local residents. In 
fact, it is meeting very few of 
those commitments. 

Community activists charge 
— and the Redevelopment 
Agency has never denied — 
that if the developer were to 
hire no one but minority 
workers from the Western 
Addition for the rest of the 
project's construction, it still 
would not meet minority hiring 
goals mandated — and sup- 
posedly enforced — by the 
Redevelopment Agency. 

The Fillmore Project is sup- 
posed to supply much-needed 
low-income housing for the 
Western Addition and Fillmore 
But local residents who have 
inquired about the units report 
that the median rent will be ap- 
proximately $1.100 per month 

Recent revelations reported 
in The Examiner show that the 
developer of the project has 
been working without permits, 
and there are concerns that 
the work completed to date 
does not meet state fire safety 
regulations. If this latter 
charge is true, correcting it 
could add millions of dollars to 
the project's cost, possibly 
spelling financial ruin. 

Redevelopment Agency Ex- 
ecutive Director Edward 
Helfeld argues for the name 
change in his memo, stating: 
“The term ‘Redevelopment’ 
suggests large scale clearance 
projects. The Agency, for many 
years has not initiated large 
scale clearance projects, 
rather we are concerned with 
change that is compatible with 
and sensitive to the City's 
fabric.” 

But a name change would 
only be a semantic dodge from 
the Agency's history. Instead, 
the agency should concentrate 
on positive efforts that would 
make amends for the damage 
it has caused in the past.

Mission Bay second thoughts 
THE SAN FRANCISCO Assessment 
Appeals Board recently approved a deal 
setting the assessment of Santa Fe Pacific’s 
Mission Bay land at $90 million, but one 
of the board members now has such 
serious doubts about the decision that on 
April 10th he asked the Board of Super- 
visors to rescind it. 

At the March 22nd Assessment Board 
meeting, Peter Fatooh was the only 
member to question seriously the city’s 
negotiating team and the deal it had cut 
with Santa Fe (see Bay Guardian, 3/29/89). 
Fatooh then reluctantly agreed with fellow 
board members Thomas Brady and Samuel 
Martinez to vote yes on the deal. 

Fatooh told the Bay Guardian he went 
to the Board of Supervisors because he 
had second thoughts about the settlement 
agreement. ‘‘I have just gotten more and 
more frustrated by the deal,’’ he said. “‘I 
just felt that enough is enough.” 

Fatooh, a commercial real estate broker, 
said he believed that all of the details of 
the settlement were not revealed to the As- 
sessment Board during the March 22nd 
meeting, and the City Attorney’s Office 
seemed to be playing an inappropriate 
role. “‘It was apparent that the City At- 
torney’s Office was providing the assess- 
ment for the property, not the assessor,”’ 
he said. ‘‘It’s the assessor’s job.’ 

Fatooh’s appearance before the super- 
visors during the public comments section 
of Monday’s meeting has not generated 
widespread interest in the matter (the daily 
press has ignored the story), but Super- 
visors Terence Hallinan and Dick 
Hongisto have said they will look into it. 


Arts club fundraiser 


THE SAN FRANCISCO Arts Democratic 
Club will hold its first fundraiser May Ist 
at the Cowell Bayfront Theater in Fort 
Mason. For the benefit, the city’s diverse 
artistic community will draw on its 
strength: local dancers, filmmakers, 
musicians and other performers. 

The Arts Democratic Club, with more 
than 200 members, is the most vocal of a 
new crop of neighborhood and issue- 
oriented clubs forming out of a general 
frustration at the lack of grassroots impact 
upon the city’s political agenda. Formed in 
February, the Arts Democratic Club is 
starting strong. Last month it demanded 
not merely more representation in City 
Hall but a deputy mayor’s slot specifically 
for the arts — a posture not usually 
associated with fledgling political clubs. 

Community-based arts programs charge 
that the city’s support for the arts now tilts 
toward the larger, more visible programs 
like the symphony, opera and large theater 
companies. Virtually ignored are the 
smaller, innovative arts programs with 
firm roots in the community, although 
community-based arts are in many cases 
the most eloquent expressions of the 
discontent, hope, anger and vision of San 
Francisco’s diverse communities. 

At the club’s next general meeting on 
April 24th, $5 will get anyone a member- 
ship. After May Ist, dues go to $25 a year.

Police Commission delays 


MAYOR ART Agnos’s failure to appoint a 


new police commissioner to replace Gayle 
Orr-Smith has left the commission with an 
empty seat for almost a month. 

One result: The April 12th commission 
meeting had to be canceled for lack of a 
quorum, further delaying the disciplinary 
hearing on four police inspectors who 
investigated the homicide of George Smoot, a 
gay man killed by a neighbor in November, 
1987. The delay is sure to intensify the gay 
community’s demand that Agnos appoint a 
gay commissioner. 

Meanwhile, the outbreak of gang-related 
violence in Hunters Point and Visitacion 
Valley has galvanized the demands of those 
communities for a black commissioner. 

In addition, the City Charter mandates that 
at least one commission slot must be filled by 
a woman — and the four existing 
commissioners are all men. The Police 
Commission has now met three times without 
the required female member. Finding an 
acceptable replacement for Orr-Smith has 
apparently not been an easy task for the 
mayor. Scott Shafer, a spokesman for the 
mayor, told the Bay Guardian that Agnes was 
still interviewing candidates and could 
not estimate when the appointment will 
be made. 


Health cuts spark protests 


PROPOSED CUTS in the already- 
inadequate city and state health clinic and 
mental health budgets are generating a 
groundswell of community outrage, local 
advocates warn. 

The San Francisco Community Health 
Coalition is opposing proposed cuts of $5 
million from San Francisco General Hos- 
pital’s budget and an additional $4 million 
from the city’s mental health programs. 

The coalition is planning a demonstra- 
tion in Sacramento on May 8th, to voice 
its opposition to state health budget cuts, 
and will continue to fight cuts in the city’s 
budget for local clinics and programs. 

Coalition spokeswoman Ellen Shaffer 
urges residents to write and call the 
Mayor’s Office to ask that city cuts be 
minimized. The mayor’s first draft of next 
year’s budget is due April 30th.

SFT’s open opposition to the project, 
while not a surprise, will undoubtedly 
serve as a focal point for others opposed 
to the:plan. The ballpark proposal raises 
such a broad range of concerns that it 
will be of interest to many, including 
housing activists, community groups and 
environmentalists.

Dare to struggle, dare to laugh

W HEN I got the news that Abbie Hoffman had died, I 





thought back to a phone interview I did with him six 
months ago. I thought about the San Francisco 
Mime Troupe. And I thought about Donald O’Connor. 

Isuppose Abbie would get a chuckle out of this unlikely jux- 
taposition. Then again, he seemed to get a chuckle out of most 
anything. That was his genius; it was also what made him 
suspect to many serious political types for more than 20 years. 

His sense of humor was what I called him to talk about in 
October. I was writing a piece for Mother Jones about 
humor on the left and the creative craziness of the Sixties. The 
centerpiece of the article was Ripped Van Winkle, the 
Mime Troupe’s comedy about a hippie who swallows some 
bad acid in 1968 and falls asleep for 20 years. When he wakes 
up in 1988, Van Winkle first despairs at the state of American 
politics, then revives some guerilla tactics from the Sixties to 
lead the fight against the homeporting in San Francisco of 
the battleship Missouri. 

Abbie, it seemed to me, was a real-life Ripped Van 
Winkle. After splashing across the nation’s television screens 
and newsmagazines as a 1960s Yippie, he went underground 
for seven years in the 1970s, getting a nose job and living as a 
political activist named Barry Freed — an inspired name 
saluting Jewishness and liberation. As Freed, he pulled off a 
grand media joke by getting New York Senator Moynihan to 
pose for newspaper photos with Abbie Hoffman. 

After Barry Freed resurfaced as Abbie Hoffman, he con- 
tinued to be, as he called himself, ‘ta community activist.” 
He traveled across the country advising and exhorting stu- 
dent radicals, including Amy Carter. He slammed drug 
hysteria in his book, Steal This Urine Test. He organized 
against CIA recruitment on college campuses. And he tried 
his hand at stand-up comedy — getting paid by club-owners 
to do what he had always done anyway. 


The call: ‘Who wants to know?”’ he barked into the phone 
when I asked to speak to Abbie Hoffman. When I explained, 
he asked me to call back later: He was watching a football 
game on television. I hung up wondering what sportscaster 
Brent Musburger would think if he knew that Abbie 
Hoffman, who had long delighted in alternately using and 
mocking mainstream media, couldn’t tear himself away 
from The NFL Today on CBS. 

Later, when I finally got Abbie on the phone, I triedin vain 
to interview him, using every trick I could think of to get him 
to answer my carefully thought-out questions, but he would 
have none of it. From my first quasi-question — ‘‘Abbie, I 
wanted to talk about humor and the left’’ — he was in control. 
“People in politics have no sense of humor,’’ he shot back for 
openers, talking much faster than I could write. “‘The left is 
strait-laced and puritanical. I feel distant from the left.” 

I gently guided him toward a discussion of his frustration 
at not being taken seriously. ‘“‘Every philosopher is greeted 
with hysterical laughter,’’ he said. “‘I’m not ashamed of 
being funny. If I could use math as a political organizing 
tool, I would. But I can’t, so I use humor.”’ 

But, I ventured, isn’t that hard on today’s college cam- 
puses, where by all accounts the students are far more 
somber than in the Sixties? “‘I tell ’em to have a good time,”’ he 
said of Amy Carter’s generation. ‘‘I say, ‘Look, this has to be 
fun. You’re not going to make a lot of money doing this, 
you’re going to get beat up, and you’re going to go to a lot of 
meetings. If you’re not having fun, fuck it and go to the 
beach.’ ”” 

Aha, a call to irresponsibility! But not really: ‘“Commu- 
nity organizing is more than painting up your face and run- 
ning through the streets. It’s hard work; that’s why I tell 
them they better find a way to make it fun.” 


The fall: Six months later, the local media coverage of his 
death was more respectful than Abbie himself could have 
dreamed 20 years ago. Then most of America recoiled 
in horror at a wild-haired man who dressed up in the Stars 
and Stripes, taunted Chicago Seven Judge Julius Hoffman 
and, as Examiner media critic David Armstrong wrote last 
Sunday, saw himself and his fellow Yippies as ‘‘extras in the 
great media spectacle.” 

But the friendly Bay Area newspaper postmortems — 
most of which stressed Hoffman’s continuing activism in the 
Eighties, despite headlines identifying him with the Sixties — are 
not really so surprising, considering that Armstrong and many 
other local reporters are part of Hoffman’s generation. 

And reporters and editors grudgingly respect anyone 
creative enough to figure out a news angle even before they 
do. At that, Hoffman was a master. 


The laugh: Now, with Abbie dead, I can’t stop thinking 
about Donald O’Connor. Not the contemporary version, a 
fat old fellow with ruddy cheeks who turns up on late-night 
talk shows, but the memorable character created by 
O’Connor in Singing In the Rain, when he was much more 
skinny and clever. 

If you’ve seen the movie, you know the scene: O’Connor, 
as a vaudeville actor named Cosmo, remembers the show biz 
advice he got from his hoofer father. He runs into and up 
walls, loses a wrestling match with a mannequin, hitches a 
ride on a plank of wood being carried by an unsuspecting 
workman, and generally acts like a goof while belting out the 
song ‘‘Make ’em laugh’’ — a hilarious paean to the power of 
laughter. As much as he was Ripped Van Winkle, Abbie 
Hoffman was also Cosmo, urging political activists to keep a 
skip in their steps as they kept their eyes on the prize. Dare to 
struggle, dare to laugh. 

And be ever skeptical of the media. During Abbie’s stand- 
up comedy gig in New York last year, San Francisco writer 
Tom Athanasiou yelled out from the audience, “‘Is it true, as 
you wrote in Steal This Urine Test, that you no longer do 
drugs?’’ Twinkled back the comic, in a crisp reminder to 
media consumers everywhere: ‘‘Don’t believe everything 
you read.”’

THE’89ERS: (GOLD DIGGERS 
IN THE CALIFORNIA DESERT 


Foreign companies are taking advantage of outdated laws and 
new technologies to destroy thousands of acres of the 
California desert in their search for gold — 
and the government is doing nothing to stop them

LONG A practically un- 
inhabited stretch of desert 
in Imperial County, a 
British firm with ties to 
South Africa is digging 
six massive pits that will stretch four- 
tenths of a mile into the earth, cover 
nearly 1,000 acres of land and damage 
forever the fragile environment of a 
desert that belongs to the public. 

The U.S.-owned land has been 
designated part of a “‘desert conserva- 
tion area,” but the British firm won’t 
have to pay the federal treasury a single 
penny for the 2.4 million ounces of gold 
it will remove from those holes. And 
when it leaves after 20 years, the com- 
pany will not be required to repair the 
damage it has done. 

Gold Fields Operating Co.’s 
Mesquite Mine is part of a new Califor- 
nia gold rush, fueled by the high price 
of gold and the development of a new 
technology that allows miners to extract 
tiny fragments of gold out of huge piles 
of crushed rock. The technique, called 
“heap leaching,’’ has made it economi- 
cal to mine ore deposits that contain less 
than one-half of 1 percent gold. 

The potential profits are enormous 
— but so is the environmental cost. 
Because of the low grade of the ore, and 
because the rocks containing recover- 


able amounts of gold are surrounded 
by other rocks that don’t, miners must 
dig up 100 tons of rock to get a single 
ounce of gold. 

In some cases, operators of existing 
mines use heap leaching to draw more 
gold out of the tailings left from earlier 
operations. But the technique has also 
allowed mining companies to begin pit 
mining in areas where other methods 
are not financially feasible. 

The result has been a series-of gaping 
holes and piles of crushed rocks 
throughout California, Nevada and 
other western states that are reminis- 
cent of the giant strip mines and tailing 
piles that have permanently scarred the 
Appalachian landscape back East. 

In heap leaching, a cyanide solution is 
dripped through piles (heaps) of crushed 
ore to dissolve (leach) the gold from the 
rock. Some 150 gold mines in the United 
States conducted heap leaching opera- 
tions during 1987, according to the U.S. 
Bureau of Mines, including 47 in 
Nevada. About a half dozen operate in 
California — and experts say that 
number could double in a year. 

Many such mines, including Mesquite, 
are located on federal land managed by 
‘tthe Bureau of Land Management, an 
agency required by law to promote the 
“‘mixed use’’ of its property. In theory, 
mixed use means that wildlife preserva- 
tion and low-impact activities like 


hiking have the same rights to the land 
as ranching, hunting and mining. In 
practice, many environmentalists com- 
plain, the BLM seems to give “‘con- 
sumptive users’’ preference over 
preservationists. 

Inasense, this policy is mandated by 
law. Administrators are governed by 
the 1980 Desert Plan, which em- 
phasizes multiple uses, and by the Min- 
ing Act of 1872, which gives miners 
carte blanche to mine public lands. But 
BLM does have considerable say in 
how mining is conducted on its land. It 
could, for example, have attempted to 
require Gold Fields to refill its pit mines 
— but didn’t. 

The agency has proven itself a fairly 
toothless watchdog over mining, and 
appointments by President George 
Bush to the top spots at BLM and its 
parent agency, the Interior Depart- 
ment, suggest that the bureau is not 
about to become more aggressive. 

No one knows how many new heap 
leach mines will spring up in the next 
few years. That depends on the fluc- 
tuating price of gold and on how many 
“ore bodies’”’ exploration will turn up. 
But there is no question that this new 
technology already poses a serious 
threat to open lands in the West. 

Specifically, it compounds existing 
dangers to the fragile Mojave and 
Sonoran deserts, which are already 








under attack by off-road-vehicle 
drivers, the military, developers of 
wind and geothermal energy and 
miners of silver, copper, gypsum, 
boron, gravel and rare-earth minerals. 

For environmentalists, the onset of 
heap leaching points up the need to 
revise or repeal the 1872 mining law, to 
cut the ties between BLM and busi- 
nesses that profit off the land and to 
win passage of S 11, Senator Alan 
Cranston’s proposed Desert Protec- 
tion Act. But powerful mine operators 
will struggle on the other side, to retain 
their right to exploit the desert’s vast 
mineral rights.

Imperial Valley agricultural area that is 
known as the carrot capitol of the 
world. The Holtville Tribune has taken 
a strong editorial stance against the 
Mesquite Mine. 

The Burkes’ objections to desert pit 
mining are based on a strong love for 
the desert environment and a total 
disregard for gold. In a March 9th 
editorial, Quentin Burke called gold “‘a 
metal whose value lies in the mind of 
man, as shown by fluctuations in its 
price as determined by global politics. 4 

Quentin Burke admits he has not 
converted many residents with his 
editorials. In a county where unem- 
ployment is more than 20 percent and 
income levels are the second-lowest in 
the state, a mine that provides 250 jobs 
and pays $800,000 a year in taxes will 
make few enemies. But he is an en- 
vironmental purist; both his conviction 
and his sincerity run deep. 

Even the rock hounds who patrol the 
desert offend his sensibilities by turning 
over rocks and cracking them open in 
search of minerals, geodes and other 
geologic treasures. Over the centuries, 
he explained, desert rocks develop a 
dark patina called desert varnish. 
When you remove a rock, it leaves a 
clearly visible white scar. 

In addition to the patina, parts of the 
desert in Imperial County have devel- 
oped what’s know as desert pavement. 
Desert winds have carried away the 
sand and smaller rocks, and the re- 
maining rocks have settled several feet 
to form ahard, dense surface that looks 
for all the world like a paved, gravel 
road. In this pavement, Native Ameri- 
can trails from thousands of years ago 
are still visible. 

With permission from BLM and 
Gold Fields, the Burkes once removed 
several pieces of the desert pavement 
over a proposed mining pit, which they 
plan to arrange in their backyard. For 
Quentin Burke, the destruction of the 
relatively rare pavement, which he calls 
a national treasure, is an unheeded 
sacrilege. “‘If you went in with chain- 
saws and started tearing down one of 
those — what do you call those big trees? 
— those redwoods, the Sierra Club 
would be up in arms,” he said, ‘‘but 
nobody speaks for those stones.’ 

After dinner at the Burkes’ home last 
month, Quentin pulled out a tray of 
slides — pictures, mostly, of desert 
flowers in bloom. One slide was of the 
bright orange flower of the tall, spindly 
ocotillo plant. He explained that in 
another authorized trip to the mine, he 
removed an ocotillo and transplanted it 
in ltis side yard. “‘They’re so concerned 
about gold out there,”’ he said of the 
mine operators, “‘but I have all the gold 
I need whenever that ocotillo blooms.” 


T’S JUST past sunrise. The lush- 
ness of the Imperial Valley’s agri- 
cultural fields ends abruptly as I 
pick up I-5 on the edge of Holt- 
ville. Just outside of town, I pass 
the turnoff that leads to the geothermal 
plants. Beyond that, I cross a series of 
huge sand dunes known as the Ameri- 
can Sahara. Beside the road, the dunes 


have become a parking lot for scores of 
trailers and motor homes. Even at this 
early hour, the air is filled with the 
sound of dune buggies and the smell of 
gas fumes. 

Just before the Arizona border, I turn 
off the interstate at Pilot Knob, a peak 
the pioneers used to guide themselves 
across the desert. Today, Pilot Knob is 
being gutted by a quarry that provides 
gravel and fill for water development 
projects along the Colorado River. 

Heading north, away from Pilot 
Knob, I pick up a dirt track called Side- 
winder Road. After a couple of miles, I 
stop to look at an ocotillo in full bloom. 
One of the plant’s many branches has 
grown up through a bullet hole in arusty 
beer can that’s now suspended four feet 
off the ground. The desert pavement 
around the plant is scarred by wheel 
tracks that could have been made ten 
days or ten years before. 

Sidewinder road continues, follow- 
ing the fringes of the Cargo Muchacho 
Mountains. Supposedly, the moun- 
tains were named for a boy who came 
into a mining camp loaded with rocks 
full of gold. Roughly translated, the 
name means loaded boy. 

On this, the eastern face of the 
mountains, the old American Girl mine 
is back in operation, using heap leach- 
ing techniques. On the western slope is 
yet another mine, Picacho, that also 
uses heap leaching. 

The road passes a spot where the 
BLM has fenced off intaglios, huge 
figures scrapped in the pavement that 
look like cave drawings from the air. 
Off-road enthusiasts like to drive over 
them. No oneis sure what they mean — 
some archaeologists think they represent 
creation myths — but whatever their 
original role, their power is still unmis- 
takable, even behind chainlink fences. 

Sidewinder to Ogilby Road, then left 
on 78, the state highway between 
Brawley and Blythe. The growth of the 
Mesquite Mine recently threatened to 
swallow up Highway 78, so Gold Fields 
spent $8 million to relocate an 8.5 mile 
section of the road. 

When mine manager Bob Filler in- 
structed me over the phone how to find 
the mine, he told meit would be “‘pretty 
hard to miss.’’ He was right. Even on 
this flat plain, the entire project, which 
covers nearly 4,000 acres, is visible 
from ten miles away. 


OOD FRIDAY is a holi- 

day at Mesquite, and the 

mine is closed except for a 

skeleton crew. Filler has 

driven an hour just to give 
me a tour of the mine that begins at the 
crest of a small hill. At our back is the 
aptly named Chocolate Mountains, 
where military aircraft conduct prac- 
tice runs with live bombs. 

In front of us is Big Chief, the largest 
pit at the Mesquite complex. Big Chief 
is only about 250 feet deep, but it will be 
450 feet deep before it is mined out. The 
sides slope down in 20-foot terraces at 
about a 45-degree angle. A road snakes 
down along the east wall. Filler shows 
me how the already massive pit (I feel 
like I’m looking down into a college 
football stadium) will expand as the 
engineers follow the ore body. 

Down in the pit, a huge shovel is 
loading an 85-ton dump truck with 
rock that has been broken apart by am- 
monium nitrate blasts. The laboratory 
has already tested samples from the 
blast holes and the shovel operator uses 
colored flags to tell him which sections 
of the rock are rich enough to be pro- 
cessed for gold, and which will be dis- 
carded in piles of ‘‘overburden’’ that 
will reach 270 feet in height. 

If the gold content is high enough, the 
ore will be crushed, then spread out on 
huge pads in 20-foot increments. A solu- 
tion of water and cyanide will be dripped 
through the pad and collected under- 
neath. The cyanide dissolves the gold; 
once the solution is ‘‘pregnant’’ with 
enough dissolved gold, it will be pro-

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cessed with charcoal and the gold 
removed. 

Mesquite is a well-run mine. Even 
Quentin Burke readily acknowledges 
that Gold Fields does everything right 
by the book. Filler is experimenting 
with leaching gold from even lower- 
yield ores and with water conservation 
efforts. He says he has costs down to 
about $225 per ounce in an industry 
where $250 is more typical. 

Filler admits he is trying to get BLM 
to approve the destruction of an ar- 
chaeological site, but Gold Fields has 


efforts to mitigate the environmental 
damage done by the mine. For exam- 
ple, the mine is in an area inhabited by 
the threatened desert tortoise. Filler 
says ‘‘perhaps three’’ have been crushed 
under tires, and he adds, ‘‘I would be 
lying if I told you I was certain we never 
buried any with the heavy equipment 
— I wouldn’t know.’’ But Gold Fields 
has developed a program that trains all 
employees how to handle the tortoises 
safely. Those that are found are re- 
moved from the property. 

Likewise, Gold Fields has brought in 
consultants to keep birds out of the 
pools of cyanide-laden solutions. Con- 
stantly moving flags, a gun that goes off 
irregularly and a machine that mimics 
the distress calls of various birds have cut 
losses to just a few birds a month. 

A spigot of drinkable water has also 
been installed to discourage uninvited 
human guests who sneak across the 
desert from the Mexican border 30 
miles to the south from drinking from 
the cyanide-contaminated ponds. 

In the desert, plants also have a 
tenuous hold on life. The foliage 
around here is mostly creosote scrub. 
Creosote bushes, while perhaps the 
oldest living things on earth, are hardly 
endangered. There is a rare plant called 
the fairy duster, but a Gold Fields 
survey of the area, Filler says, showed 
that the duster was common in the sur- 
rounding area, and that the mine’s 
operation would not endanger a signifi- 
cant portion of the population. 

The mine is also experimenting with 
ways to grow plants on the discard 
piles. Filler shows me a few struggling 
plants that are part of the early 
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research, and points to places where 
some of the huge piles have been 
shaped to look more natural. 

But Filler’s efforts have their limits. 
Gold Fields has not promised, and the 
BLM has not asked, that the mining firm 
refill the stadium-sized pits when it is 
done in 15 to 20 years. The gaping 
wounds in the earth will remain in- 
definitely. 

Filler says there are two reasons for 
this. In time, he says, new technologies 
may be developed that could remove 
even more gold from the piles of rock 
hauled out of the pits. And backfilling 
would be too expensive, he adds. 


ESQUITE MINE 
does not single- 
handedly destroy the 
beauty of the desert. 
But a desert scattered 
with such pits as if with acne is a 
frightening vision for people like Jim 
Dodson, executive director of the 
California Desert Protection League, 
an organization of groups like the 
Wilderness Society and the Sierra Club 
that are trying to preserve the desert. 

“If you take an aerial photograph of 
the Mesquite mine and superimpose 
that on any area where there’s gold ore 
bodies,’’ he told the Bay Guardian, “‘it 
gives you an idea of the impact.’ Dod- 
son said he sees a potential for a lot 
more pit mining. ‘“There are old gold- 
working areas all over the California 
desert,’’ he said. 

Fred Carrillo, the U.S. Bureau of 
Mines’ state liaison officer for Califor- 
nia and Nevada, agreed. He estimated 
that perhaps ten to 15 heap leach mines 
opened up around the country in 1988. 
“As far as we can tell, it’s going to keep 
on at the same pace, as long as gold 
prices remain stable,’’ he told the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘By no means have these 
types of low-grade deposits been ex- 
hausted.”’ The six or seven heap leech 
mines in California could double in the 
next year, he said. 

The actual number will depend in 
part on economic factors. Gold has 
been hovering at just under $400 an 
ounce, but Carrillo said some experts 
are predicting a worldwide gold glut 
that could drop gold prices down to 
$200 an ounce. Many mines operate 
with production costs of $250-$275, 
although some are running less than 
$200 an ounce. 





The other factors are largely politi- 
cal. George Bush campaigned as an en- 
vironmentalist, but if he keeps any of 
his campaign promises, it won’t be in 
the California desert. The key agency in 
the desert, the BLM, is under the 
Department of Interior, and Bush’s 
choice to head Interior was Manuel 
Lujan Jr., a former New Mexico con- 
gressman with no environmental 
credentials. 

On March 22nd, Lujan embarrassed 
himself in front of reporters during a 
discussion of the Mining Act of 1872, 
which allows the sale of patent rights to 
valuable lands to mining companies at 
$2.50 an acre. Lujan said the low price 
was compensated for by royalties on 
what the mines produce — no such 
royalties exist. Andon April 5th, Lujan 
announced his choice for head of the 
BLM — Cy Jamison, a past assistant to 
former Interior Secretary James Watt. 
Environmentalist have vowed to fight 
Jamison’s confirmation. 

Such leaders are unlikely to improve 
the BLM’s standing with environmen- 
talists, despite Filler’s assertion the 
BLM served well as the lead agency on 
environmental issues. ‘“We found them 
to be aggressive with us, in the sense 
that we had to cross all the ‘t’s and dot 
all the ‘i’s,’’ he said 

“That’s not true,’”’ said Dodson. The 
BLM, according to him, could go much 
further by requiring environmental im- 
pact statements on proposed mining 
projects instead of the weaker environ- 
mental assessments, by demanding 
greater reclamation efforts and by re- 
quiring the companies to post bonds to 
cover the costs of reclamations. But in- 
stead, said Dodson, ‘‘BLM seems to be 
trying to excuse business as usual.”’ 

In a move that angered environmen- 
talists and earned BLM editorial 
criticism from some of the state’s 
leading newspapers, BLM recently at- 
tempted to approve the Castle Moun- 
tain mining project without an EIS. The 
project would disrupt almost 700 acres 
in an area that the BLM designated the 
East Mojave Scenic Area in 1980. 

Dodson said the mine proposed by 
Viceroy Gold Corp. would be visible 
from all over the East Mojave. ‘‘In that 
kind of country, it doesn’t take much 
to make an impact that other people 
have to share,’ he said. 

Not all the responsibility rests on the 
BLM’s shoulders. As Dodson pointed 
out, even if BLM did require everyone to 
dot all the ‘‘i’’s and cross all the “‘t’’s, “‘it 
would be a mighty short word.” 


NY ATTEMPTS to 

regulate heap leach min- 

ing are limited by the 

Mining Act of 1872, 

which gives mining top 
priority as a use for public lands. 
Designed to increase the national sup- 
ply of minerals, the law is now largely 
being used by foreign firms to profit 
from federal lands. 

Gold Fields, for example, is a sub- 
sidiary of a British firm, Consolidated 
Gold Fields PLC. According to a 
March 23rd Wall Street Journal article, 
approximately 30 percent of Con- 
solidated Gold Fields is owned by 
Minorco, a Luxembourg firm con- 
trolled by two South African mining 
companies. Consolidated Gold Fields 
shares control of Gold Fields of South 
Africa, according to Dow Jones, and 
the Wall Street Journal reports that the 
company controls 40 percent of New- 
mont Mining Corp., the largest gold 
producer in the United States. 

Similarly, Viceroy, the firm develop- 
ing the Castle Mountain project, is 
Canadian, and the Coliseum, a mine 
near Clark Mountain, is operated by an 
Australian firm. 

The Mining Law of 1872 has been 
called inadequate by the 1970 Public 
Land Law Review Commission, the 
Council on Environmental Quality and 
the General Accounting Office, among

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others. But it is still on the books, and 
while the BLM has considerable power 
to regulate mines on its lands, those 
mines do not exist at its discretion. 

Dodson said he considers repeal or 
modification of the Mining Law of 
1872 ‘‘one of the most pressing things 
on the environmental agenda.”’ 

Repeal is not imminent, but a bill 
now before Congress could have a ma- 
jor impact on mining in the Sonoran 
and Mojave deserts — California 
Senator Alan Cranston’s Desert Pro- 
tection Act. The legislation would ex- 
pand the boundaries of Death Valley 
and Joshua Tree national monuments, 
and set aside 81 areas of the desert, par- 
ticularly the mountain ranges, to form 
4.5 million new acres of wilderness. 

Dodson said the boundaries in the 
bill were specifically designed to ex- 
clude most active mines. Although 
Castle Mountain would fall within the 
boundaries of a newly created East 
Mojave National Park, mines like 
Mesquite would not be affected. The bill 
would also grandfather in all existing 
mining claims, but it would not allow 
companies like Gold Fields to buy up a 
package of claims to begin a major 
project in any of the wilderness areas. 

“Tt would withdraw about one-third 
of the desert, and the desert is one of 
the prime mineral areas,”’ said Filler. 
“You can say what you want about the 
fact that existing mineral rights are 
retained, but we could no longer stake 
claims and no longer acquire claims by 
other means.” 

Filler noted that the mines only last 
15 or 20 years, and that companies need 
to continue exploration and develop- 
ment to stay alive. ‘‘In terms of Gold 
Fields as a business entity, for every 
85-ton load it takes out of the mine, I’m 
that much closer to going out of busi- 
ness,”’ he said. “‘If we can’t find gold as 
fast as we move it, we won’t survive.” 

Of course, the mine operators want 
to survive. ‘The California Mining 
Association, working through an 
educational front group deceptively 
named the Desert Conservation In- 
stitute, has sought to influence public 
opinion against the Cranston measure. 

Last year, S 11’s predecessor, S 7, 
died when California’s junior senator, 
Pete Wilson, refused to support the 
measure. The fate of S 11 is far from 
clear, but observers say it is unlikely 
that Wilson will accept the bill in its pre- 
sent form. Wilson’s press secretary, 
Bill Livingstone, told the Bay Guardian 
that Wilson was awaiting the results of 
a federal study of possible wilderness 
areas on BLM land before acting on S 
11. ‘“‘Cranston sort of jumped the 
gun,” he said. 

Wilson’s attention, however, is cur- 
rently fixed on the 1990 gubernatorial 
race, and if he does replace George 
Deukmejian in Sacramento, he will be 
able to appoint his own successor, 
who may or may not share his views on 
the desert. 

In the meantime, the Mining Law of 
1872 is still in effect, the BLM is being 
managed by a fellow traveler of James 
Watt and the mining companies are 
busy drilling in the desert in search of 
ore bodies. And while the desert will 
never be as pockmarked as, say, the 
face of the moon, the prospect of a 
dozen, two dozen, or ten dozen perma- 
nent wounds the size of Big Chief is a 
depressing thought. 

And if that’s not enough, there is 
always the prospect of more heap leach 
mining along the Mother Lode in the 
forested and more populated foothills 
of the Sierra. Both Dodson and Carrillo 
said such mines are likely to spring up in 
the next few years, and one has already 
been proposed near Jamestown, just a 
few miles from Yosemite National 
Park. ‘‘That’s the one,”’ said Dodson, 
“that will probably draw national at- 
tention to the problem.” a

A local tax attorney gives tips for late filers 
on how to avoid the wrath of the IRS

and Blunders or Give Me a Break. 

— Ronald Reagan 


OR MOST people, the tax 
nightmare is over for another 
year. But what if you are 
among those who can’t relax 
and share in the collective 
sigh of relief? What if you still haven’t 
filed your 1988 return — or returns for 
the last several years? What if you have 
received a notice that a return is being 
audited — or you think you might? 
What if you owe the IRS money you 
simply can’t pay? 
There is life after tax trouble — and 
you can deal with it better if you are 
prepared. 


If you haven’t filed 

The bottom line here is that if the IRS 
finds you before you begin filing, you 
run the risk of being charged with a 
federal crime, with penalties up to a 
year in prison and/or a $10,000 fine for 
every year you don’t file. On the other 
hand, it is the unwritten policy of the 
IRS not to prosecute a taxpayer who 
voluntarily files late returns. 

So get those past-due returns filed, 
even if you can’t pay. There is no 
special form for filing a late return: Ex- 
tension forms were due April 17th. Just 


send in your regular 1040. 

It is not a crime to file without pay- 
ment, but there will be penalties added 
to your tax bill. The meter runs fast: 
The fine for late payment is 6 percent 
per month in the first five months. 

If you haven’t filed for a number of 
years, consult an attorney who handles 
tax matters before going ahead. The 
IRS cannot compel your attorney to 
reveal anything you’ve told him or her, 
so you can speak freely. 

With the lawyer’s advice, you will 
first file a return, then receive a bill 
from the IRS. If you can’t pay the 
whole bill, the IRS Collection Division 
will take over (see ‘‘If you can’t pay’’). 

Whether you are a few days or 
several years late, the most important 
thing is to get on record as having filed a 
return, to stop the possibility of 
criminal charges. If some documents 
are missing, try to reconstruct your in- 
come and deductions as best you can. It 
is better to file something, even if it is 
not completely accurate. 


If.you are audited 
Although the IRS can audit your return 
any time up to three years after filing, 
you will usually hear from them within 
18 months if they intend to audit you. 
Usually you will get a list of specific 
types of items that the IRS examiner 
wants to look at. 

One of your questions may be ‘‘Why 


me?’’ The IRS has a system for identi- 
fying returns to examine. Those that 
show certain deductions, or other 
deductions over a certain dollar 
amount, are hand-screened. If the 
return documents a good reason for the 
deduction (your medical deduction was 
high because of chemotherapy treat- 
ments), you will never hear from them. 
But if the examiner still has questions, 
they will contact you. 

The best defense against an audit is 
to have good records to show the ex- 
aminer. The IRS is usually flexible 
enough to allow you extra time to get 
documents together. If you are self- 
employed, you have an increased likeli- 
hood of being audited, so it is par- 
ticularly important to have a business 
diary with details on your travel, enter- 
tainment and auto expenses. 

Contrary to what the IRS would 
have you believe, it is not necessary to 
have every single receipt to substantiate 
a deduction. Your explanation of why 
you don’t have the document may be 
enough to get you through. 

At this point it should be added: 
Never tell an outright lie to an ex- 
aminer. If you are asked a question that 
you don’t want to answer for any 
reason, then don’t. Tell them that 
you’ ll get back to them later after you 
check your records. Change the sub- 
ject, become ill, etc. If the examiner 
brings it up at a later date, contact a tax 


attorney or CPA before-going further. 

Resist the natural temptation to con- 
clude the audit as soon as possible, 
especially if there are some disputed 
areas. Do not hesitate to ask the agent 
for more time to get your records 
together. Your agent has a limited 
amount of time allotted to close your 
file, so a delay almost always works to 
your advantage by creating pressure on 
the agent. 

If you’d rather have a root canal 
than go to the audit, you can skip the 
meeting with the IRS altogether by hir- 
ing a representative to go in your place. 
By doing so, you can keep the IRS away 
from your home or business: Any 
meeting will then take place at the of- 
fices‘of your attorney or CPA or the 
IRS. A representative knows the IRS 
procedures and is not likely to be in- 
timidated by IRS agents. 

After the audit is completed, if the 
examiner is not convinced about the 
medical deduction you took for your 
hot tub, he or she will issue a report 
stating the additional tax, interest and 
penalties due. The penalties are usually 
not high unless they suspect you of in- 
tentional fraud. 

If you don’t agree with the examiner’s 
conclusions you can appeal by notifying 
the IRS within 30 days. The appeal pro- 
cess is fairly easy. 

You may find an appeals officer that 
you can negotiate a compromise with. 


If you can’t settle at this level, you can 
file a petition in the U.S. Tax Court. 


If you can’t pay 

Don’t panic. You will receive a series of 
computer-generated notices if you have 
sent ina return without a payment or an 
underpayment, or if you have lost an 
audit. Like any bill collector, the IRS 
starts with a reasonably civil notice and 
ends up with a very strong demand 
three months later. 

To prevent the worst from happen- 
ing, don’t ignore the notices. Always 
respond to all IRS notices — by tele- 
phone and in writing. Tell them that you 
need more time to pay. If at all possible, 
send a payment to show good faith. 

The fourth and “‘final’’ notice is sent

certified mail to make certain that the 
IRS has your attention. At this point, 
all of your assets — wages, bank ac- 
counts and even your home — are at 
risk. You will have 30 days to resolve 
the matter. 

If you still can’t pay, under the newly 
enacted ‘‘Taxpayers Bill of Rights’’ you 
have the right to try to negotiate a pay- 
ment plan. Be aware, though, that the 
IRS will first require you to deplete 
your bank accounts, sell your Ferrari 
and try to hit up your rich uncle before 
agreeing to payments. Even if you get a 
payment plan, keep in mind that the in- 
terest and penalty charges keep run- 
ning, at anywhere from | to 6 per- 
cent per month, depending on why you 
owe the taxes and for how long you’ve 
owed them. 


When you need professional help 
@ In preparing returns: Anyone may 
choose to use the services of a tax profes- 
sional, since people often make mistakes 
in favor of the IRS. The help of a tax 
preparer can be especially important if 
you are self-employed, because prepar- 
ing your return will be complicated. 

® For an audit: You can probably han- 
dle this yourself. Just get together what- 
ever receipts document your deductions. 
If the audit involves a large amount of 
money you should get expert advice first 
— not necessarily someone to represent 
you at the IRS, but someone to talk with 
for an hour about your strategy. 

@ If you have not filed for years: You 
should definitely consult a tax lawyer 
before tangling with the IRS. 

The IRS has a new Problem Resolu- 
tion Office, but it is not set up to deal 
with problems like these. Most of the 
work of this office involves things like 
computer errors (a computer that won’t 
stop sending you threatening notices, 
even though you have paid the bill). 

Most people tend to avoid the IRS 
when they have problems, hoping they’ll 
just go away. It is much better to be 
prepared, know your rights and keep in 
communication with them. By doing so, 
you can deal with the IRS and survive.

IVE YEARS AGO, when the 

Bay Guardian did its first 

guide to the bed and break- 

fast inns of Northern Califor- 

nia, the region’s B&B in- 

dustry was just taking off. Some vi- 
sionaries like Jean Brown, founder of 
B&B International, a referral service 
for ‘‘homestay’’ lodging, and Toby 
Smith, the founder of the California 
Inns newsletter and an early B&B inn 
patron and supporter, had been pro- 
moting alternatives to hotel and motel 
travel lodging for a number of years, 
but the early- to mid-1980s were truly 
the boom years for all forms of B&Bs. 
Each year we’ve done this guide, 
we’ve seen the number of inns grow 
phenomenally, from 223 in 1984 to 369 
in 1988. The number of services and 
publications for and about B&Bs and 
homestays have also increased, as 
travelers’ needs for reliable informa- 
tion and reservation services grew. (See 
last year’s Bay Guardian B&B issue for 
our most current listing of inns, and see 
the resource guide in this issue for an 
updated list of associations, reserva- 
tion services, books and more.) In ad- 
dition, innkeepers have found it bene- 
ficial to band together in associations 


to deal with such problems as stan- 
dards, publicity and a variety of con- 
cerns unique to the profession. 

In 1989, the B&B boom seems to be 
leveling off, at least in Northern 
California. Between 1984 and 1986, the 
number of inns we listed grew by 97, 
but between 1986 and 1988, they only 
grew by 49. In fact, most of the inn- 
keepers and other industry insiders we 
spoke to this year noted that, while 
owner turnovers are still fairly com- 
mon, the number of new inns opening 
in this area is declining. 

Many pointed to this as a sign of the 
industry’s maturing to a point where 
the owners who have survived are those 
best equipped to manage an inn. Others 
noted that this trend may be all for the 
best, at least in certain areas that have 
become oversaturated with B&Bs. 

While the B&B inn boom has leveled 
off locally, it’s just hit certain areas of 
the country. According to Sarah 
Sonke, director of the American B&B 
Association, the Midwest is the cur- 
rently the biggest growth area for 
B&Bs. In addition, homestay-style 
B&Bs have not only held their own, but 
seem to have become more popular 
over the last year or so. 

Homestays, while considered a type 
of B&B lodging, are quite different 
from B&B inns (the type we list in our 
annual guides). Inns are primarily com- 
mercial establishments, even though 
many B&B inns are owner-operated 
and -occupied. Homestays are private 
homes with rooms that the owners rent 
out to visitors. People offering home- 
stays typically don’t publicize their ad- 
dresses or phone numbers, as B&B inns 
do, but rather work through referral 
services like B&B International or other 
newsletter or listing-type services. 

Whether you want to vacation in a 
B&B inn or in a homestay situation, 
planning is an integral element — after 
all, if you wanted to stay in the type of 
place you could just drop into after a 
long day of driving, any hotel or motel 
would do. B&B service organizations, 
in addition to helping you plan your 
vacation, provide a number of other 
services for both the customer and the 
owner of B&B lodgings. 

In order to find out just who these 
groups are and what they offer, we in- 
terviewed a number of associations and 
reservation and referral services on the 
national, regional and local levels. 
Phone numbers and addresses for all 
the groups named below can be found 
in the resource guide on page 28. 

B&B innkeepers have more formal 
organizations and services than home- 
stay owners because, being primarily 
commercial, the inns must comply with 
more regulations than a homestay, and 
publicity and services are more 
necessary to maintain them. 

Bed and breakfast associations are 
primarily trade organizations sup- 
ported by their innkeeper members. 
They provide information and net- 
working for B&B owners, and most set 
and maintain health, safety and quality 
standards. Some deal with complaints, 
and some provide reservation or refer-

ral services (not all reservation and 
referral services are associations, 
however). Additionally, many do pro- 
motion and advertising for their mem- 
bers, with some offering special deals 
for such things as winery tours, balloon 
rides, skiing and more. 

Nationally, the American Bed and 
Breakfast Association is largely a clear- 
inghouse for B&B information — both 
“trade” information for innkeepers 
and travel information for their guests. 
ABBA’s approximately 1,000 mem- 
bers ‘‘comprise all known forms of 
B&Bs,” according to director Sonke. 
This includes homestays, B&B inns 
and reservation services. The ABBA, 
which was formed in 1981, also pub- 
lishes five B&B guidebooks. 

On the regional level, Bed and 
Breakfast Innkeepers of Northern Cal- 
ifornia is a seven-year-old group 
representing 127 member inns all over 
Northern California. According to 
Linda Vanella, BBINC’s full-time ex- 
ecutive secretary, one of the group’s 
main functions is to provide a network 
for innkeepers to share their problems 
and solutions. 

BBINC members must meet high 
standards before they’re approved, 
and maintain them as members. The 
organization conducts inspections of 
each prospective member to ensure 
they come up to the standards. BBINC 
also deals with customer complaints, 
and if it finds three valid complaints 
against an inn, its membership must be 
reviewed by the association. 

To assist prospective guests, BBINC 
puts out a guide to all its member inns 
and a 48-page booklet with informa- 
tion on things to do in Northern Cali- 
fornia. There is a toll-free number for 
referrals and information only — reser- 
vations must be made with the in- 
dividual inn. 

On the local level, the B&B industry 
has seen some new developments. 
Coastal Lodging of West Marin is the 
newest of three associations in Marin, 
formed just last year by its nine mem- 
bers when the Inns of Pt. Reyes group 
decided it wanted to represent inns 
only. The members of Coastal Lodging 
represent a wider variety of B&B lodg- 
ings, including inns, cottages and guest 
houses, and offer a wide variety of 
prices. 

“‘We wanted to have a central phone 
number for referrals,’’ says member 
Susan Brayton, also noting that they 
could save money by doing joint publi- 
city and advertising. The members net- 
work together, meeting once a month 
to talk over problems and plans. 

According to Brayton, the inns 
get a lot of visitors who are traveling 
up or down the coast (including hikers 
and cyclists), and are able to refer 
them to other members along the way. 
They are hoping to develop packages 
in the future. 

While some reservation and referral 
services are run by B&B associations, 
others are private, commercial enter- 
prises that work like travel agencies, 
helping travelers plan and book their 
vacations. Their services are free to 
the public because the fees are paid by 
the inns and other businesses they 
work with. 

Carmel Room Finders, run by Pat 
Scheid and her partner, has been in 
business for ten years, and represents 
all the B&Bs in that area, as well as 
hotels and other types of lodging. 
Room Finders puts together packages 
and can offer discounts to travelers. 

Room Finders isn’t just a listing 
service for area inns, however — accord- 
ing to Scheid, ‘“We stay at each inn to 
check them out, and we don’t work with 
ones not up to our standards.” 

In contrast to services like Room 
Finders, Toby Smith’s California Inns 
charges a yearly membership fee of $25 
to prospective B&B patrons who want 
to receive her service. For that fee, 
patrons can request information from 
Smith’s library as many times a year as 
they want. Smith then provides a 
packet of information on inns that

in 1978 by Jean Brown. According to 
Brown, the publicity about her service 
when it opened ‘‘paved the way for the 
commercial inns that came along.”’ She 
adds that this was ‘‘not exactly what I Travel Agents: 
had in mind — they’re much more ex- Our 

pensive.” 

Brown’s service provides what she 
calls ‘‘custom placement” of guests, 
whether they’re Europeans who want to 
stay in atypical California home or Cali- 
fornians who want something a little dif- 
ferent for their vacation. Brown claims 
that homestays are ‘‘the only way to 
go’’ for people traveling alone, 
especially women, because they'll be 
essentially staying with someone. 

Bed and Breakfast International’s 
approximately 200 listings in the Bay 
Area and Northern California range 
from apartments to houseboats to 
mansions. Bed and Breakfast Interna- 
tional is free to the guest (fees are paid 
by the B&B owners). 

Brown knows her hosts well, which 
means she can place a traveler with 
someone compatible — she has many 
stories of matching up people from the 
same profession, chess fans, etc. 

So if you’re feeling lost trying to plan 
a B&B vacation, whether in a homestay 
or an inn, you should consider contact- 
ing a B&B service organization in the 
area you want to visit. Not only will you 
be able to receive detailed information 
on the B&Bs in the area, you may also 
be able to get help with reservations and 
recreational planning. You can also

INN PREPARATION

HE TERM “‘bed and 

breakfast’’ includes a 

wide range of accom- 

- modations, from 

romantic Victorian 

inns to contemporary city condos 

to rustic cabins with no electricity. 

The services offered by the inns 

also vary greatly, so call to check 

that the services most important to 
you are available. 

Also ask about the specific at- 
mosphere of the B&B you are think- 
ing of visiting. Some inns extend 
their services to include wine and 
cheese hours, gourmet food or tea. 
Others offer activities, from pan- 
ning for gold to croquet and bad- 
minton. Or you may want to choose 
your inn for its proximity to the red- 
woods or the beach. 
Reservations During the winter 
season (Nov.-March), two weeks 
notice is generally sufficient. Dur- 
ing the summer season (April-Oct.), 
call or write two months in advance, 
Inns in the Tahoe/ Yosemite area are 
likely to be busy all year. Innkeepers 
say there are always last-minute 
cancellations, but plan early to be 
certain of getting a room at the inn 
you want. Holidays and weekends 
are busy for most inns year-round. 
You may also want to consult a res- 
ervation service (see the reservation 
and referral services section of the 
resource guide in this issue). 
Cancellation policy Before you 


hang up the phone, ask about the 
inn’s cancellation policy. B&B 


owners are obliged to tell you what . 


their policy is, but many won’t 
unless specifically asked. Many 
inns require notice of between one 
day and one week on all cancella- 
tions, or you forfeit your deposit. 
This issue is the number one com- 
plaint noted by the American Bed 
and Breakfast Association. For- 
tunately, some B&Bs are now offer- 
ing gift certificate coupons to peo- 
ple with cancelled reservations if 
they re-book within 30 to 90 days. 
Most reservation services will retain 
a fee if you cancel your reservation. 
Checks and credit cards Many 
inns have restrictions on the types of 
checks or credit cards they accept. 
MasterCard and Visa are the most 
commonly accepted cards. Usually 
in-state personal checks are ac- 
cepted, but travelers checks may not 
be. Be sure to determine in advance 
what checks and credit cards are ac- 
ceptable at the inn you choose. 
Deposits One night’s lodging is a 
standard deposit for a reservation. 
Larger inns usually accept a credit 
card number, smaller inns often do 
not and homestays tend to accept 
only personal or travelers checks. 
Children Although it is illegal in 
California for innkeepers to refuse to 
accept children as guests, many inns 
simply aren’t set up to deal with chil- 
dren, especially those with antiques 
and breakables. To ensure the most 
pleasant visit for you and your fami-

Smoking The trend is now toward 
nonsmoking inns. Some B&Bs al- 
low smoking on patios or outside. 
Generally smoking is not permitted 
in the guest rooms. Smokers should 
remember to check the rules of the 
inns they’re interested in. 

Pets Pets are not welcome at most 
inns, but some innkeepers will 
negotiate. Those that do allow pets 
stress that the animals should be 
‘‘well-behaved.’’ If the innkeepers 


-live on the premises, as many do, 


they may have pets themselves. If 
you are allergic to cats or dogs, 


don’t forget to ask about the inn- 


keeper’s pets. 

Prices Discounts are sometimes 
offered to seniors or for midweek or 
off-season stays, Extended stays 
and group stays often qualify for 


“discounts too. Some inns run 


coupons in local papers or in bro- 
chures. You must state that you 
want to use a discount at the time of 
reservation. 

Handicap Access Unfortunately, 
many inns cannot easily accom- 
modate handicapped people. Please 
check the accessibility of the inns 
you are interested in. 

Special needs Do you need a TV 
in order to exist, or balk at the site of 
one? Do you have allergies or 
dietary preferences? Do you go 
through withdrawal without a com- 
puter — or outlets for one? Do you 
need a desk in your room for 
writing? Would your life fall apart 
without music? Most innkeepers 
will accommodate your special 
needs if possible. Some may even 
offer you a special need you forgot 
— like quiet time in a jacuzzi or an 
herbal facial. a

Wine Country 

The Wine Country has not only the 
most wineries of any of the Bay Guard- 
ian bed-and-breakfast regions, it also 
has the most bed and breakfasts. Hid- 
den in the farms and vineyards of 
Sonoma and Napa counties are more 
than 100 B&Bs, ranging from Yount- 
ville’s Webber Place, an 1850 farm- 
house complete with white picket fence 
and horseshoe set, to Quail Mountain, 
acontemporary Calistoga home witha 
hot tub. 

The most distinctive of the Wine 
Country’s B&Bs remain the homes, 
many of which were built at the turn of 
the century and earlier, surrounded by 
local wineries or their own vineyards — 
places like Sonoma’s Chalet Bed and

Breakfast, set in the heart of the Valley 
of the Moon, and Napa’s Truebody 
Ranch, an 1872 Victorian situated on 
100 acres of private vineyards. 

Also hidden in the Wine Country’s 
rolling hills are a wide range of activities 
besides the famous visits to the 
wineries that line Route 29 in Napa — 
for instance, there are the wineries in 
Sonoma. Sonoma’s wineries (which 
number nearly as many as Napa’s), are 
less centralized, and as a result tend to 
be less crowded and touristy. Winery 
visitors in Napa or Sonoma should be 
forewarned that many wineries now 
charge for tastings. 

We do not live by wine alone: The 
Wine Country has also gained a reputa- 
tion as the cuisine capital of Northern 
California, the ‘‘new culinary mecca’”’ 
according to the March 29th San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle. 

Between bouts of eating and drink- 
ing, you might want to try some 
physical rehabilitation. The Napa area 
alone has more than 30 public tennis 
courts and three public golf courses 
(contact chambers of commerce in each 
area for more information). For more 
spiritual healing, the spas of Calistoga, 
45 minutes north of Napa on Route 29, 
offer mud baths, mineral baths, steam 
baths and other treatments that cleanse 
body and soul. 

The Wine Country is also an ex- 
cellent spot for water sports. Lake 
Berryessa, east of Calistoga on Route 
128 (visitor information: 707-966-2111); 
Clear Lake, north of Calistoga on 
Highway 29 (707-263-6131) and Lake 
Sonoma, near Healdsburg (707-433- 
0200) offer swimming, boating and 
fishing and, at Lake Berryessa and 
Clear Lake, motor boats and water skis 
for rent. 

The easiest way to see the Wine 
Country is by car. Most sites and 
wineries are easy to find, and the view 
from Route 29 is beautiful. Try travel- 
ing the backroads off Route 29 for 
more rustic scenes and, perhaps, a 
glimpse of Jerry Graham. 

There are still more adventurous 
travel alternatives. You can ride horses 
through Jack London State Park in 
Sonoma with the Sonoma Cattle 
Co. (707-996-8566). In Napa, Wild 
Horse Valley Ranch (707-224-0727) 
leads riders of all levels through its 
3,000-acre ranch of rolling hills and 
open plains. 

Balloon rides have become a popular 
way of touring the wine country. The 
Napa and Sonoma chambers of com- 
merce each list several ballooning 
operations. Balloon rides aren’t cheap 
— most run about $150 per person for 
an hour ride, usually followed by an 
elegant brunch. 

For alot less money, you can get a lot 
more speed and, perhaps, danger. Both 
Aeroschelville, just off Highway 121 in 
Schelville (707-938-2444), and Bridge- 
ford Flying Service at the Napa County 
Airport (707-224-0887) offer scenic 
rides in small planes for about half the 
price of a balloon ride. Glider rides are 
available at the Calistoga Soaring Cen- 
ter (707-942-5592). 

Landlubbers can take advantage of 
the Wine Country’s many state parks. 
Jack London State Historic Park in 
Glen Ellen (707-938-5216), Robert 
Louis Stevenson State Park north of 
Calistoga on Highway 29 (707-942-4575) 
and Bothe-Napa Valley State Park, 
just off Route 29 north of St. Helena 
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(also 707-942-4575), have picnic areas 
and trails for hiking. Bothe-Napa 
Valley also has a swimming pool and 
campsites. 

Sonoma State Historic Park in the 
center of the town of Sonoma offers a 
spectacular collection of beautifully 
preserved buildings from the 19th- 
century period of Mexican rule. 

For a small fee you can see ‘‘Old 
Faithful’’ geyser on Tubbs Lane off 
Route 29 north of Calistoga (707- 
942-6463). People who care more 
about intimacy than the size of their! 
geyser say it’s just as good as Yellow-) 
stone’s. The nearby Petrified Forest 
(707-942-6667) off Route 128 just past 
Calistoga is your best bet for fossilized 


trees.

North Coast 

Visiting the North Coast? You won’t be 
the first. Pockets of the North Coast host 
concentrations of urban refugees, like 
the gay and ‘“‘hippie’’ crowds attracted 
to such areas as the Russian River’s 
Guerneville and Monte Rio. Even the 
backwoods town festivals sometimes get 
crowds of Bay Area tourists. 

The Russian River Women’s Week- 
end, May Sth-8th, brings a host of 
women up to the largely gay camp- 
ground resorts in Guerneville, Fife’s 
and The Woods. Fife’s is a 14-acre 
riverside campground with three bars, 
a restaurant, two swimming pools — 
one with clothing optional — and a 
disco. 

With the ‘‘Women’s Bodybuilding 
Exhibition and Craft Fair,’’ and per- 
formances by Tret Fure and others, the 
weekend mimics San Francisco urban 
fun, except that the visitor is 
surrounded by redwood groves, 
beaches and the Russian River rather 
than cement and stoplights. (Call 
707-869-9009 for more information 
about campgrounds and hotel 
availability.) 

Neighboring Monte Rio brings the 
Haight-Ashbury scene of the ’60s to 
the woods, in what one local describes 

a ‘‘progressive area filled with people 
from the ’60s — oh we’ve all changed, 
but there are a lot of health- and 
nature-oriented people up here, 
flower children and drugs; there’s a lot 
of flower-children attitude as far as 
people being open.”’ 

The bed and breakfasts of the area 
likewise reveal a progressive, artsy 
character: Monte Rio’s House of a 
Thousand Flowers offers a literature 
and music library and grand piano 
along with the full breakfast and com- 
fortable bed. Guerneville’s B&B, The 
Willows, lists both a gay and straight 
clientele, while other B&Bs call them- 
selves ‘‘quaint’’ and ‘‘Victorian.” 
Ferndale’s Gingerbread Mansion trul) 
is a Victorian gem, an Eastlake anc 
Queen Anne-style mansion  datin 
from 1899. 


But if the quaint Victorian homes 
and artsy scene of San Francisco are 
what you’re escaping, it’s not difficult to 
find some North Coast local color. You 
have to drive a few hours, but up north 
on Highway 101 at Myers Flat on the 
Avenue of the Giants stands the ‘‘Shrine 
Drive-Through” redwood, as well as 
other superstar trees like the ‘‘Immortal 
Tree’ of Redcrest and the ‘‘Famous 
One Log House’’ of Phillipsville. 

Further south down the coast, Ft. 
Bragg’s Glass Beach, a former city 
dump where waves have ground glass 
trash into potential trinkets, provides 
an ideal beachcombing venue. Dif- 
ferent styles of local flavor are offered 
by Ft. Bragg’s nouvelle cuisine restau- 
rant, Susie Sells Sushi By The Seashore, 
and the Skunk Train, infamous for its 
diesel scent. 

The North Coast also hosts an abun- 
dance of festivals, including Garber- 
ville’s Mother’s Day Kinetic Sculpture 
Race and Ft. Bragg’s May Rhododen- 
dron Festival. Last year, tourists tried 
to crash Anderson County’s annual 
Sheepdog Trials and Lamb Bar- 
becue after it was written up in 
Southern Living magazine. But the 
magazine printed the wrong date, 
and visitors mistakenly came for the 
goat festival. Locals, suffering from 
the unexpected onslaught of 5,000 
visitors, observed, ‘‘They probably 
didn’t know the difference.

Carmel/Monterey 


The best thing about a vacation in the 
Monterey Area is that you can have a 
good time without doing anything. You 
can just drive along Route One, taking 
in the view of cows grazing in pastures 
that end in sheer ocean cliffs, or nurse a 
drink on the deck of Nepenthe in Big 
Sur and watch bluejays swoop toward 
the waves. 

Bed and breakfast accommoda- 
tions in the Carmel/Monterey area 
provide a wide variety of vacation ex- 
periences, ranging from Victorian 
farmhouses to more modern buildings 
with fireplaces and private gardens to 
the 22-acre Mission Ranch, with six 
rooms and 13 cottages. 

At the Chateau Des Fleurs in Ben 
Lomond, you can choose the Rose 
Room, the Orchid Room or the Violet 
Room. All have elegant floral sheets 
and wallpaper, imported silk bouquets 
and plenty of flowers growing outside. 
Some inns provide such amenities as 
free newspapers and complimentary 
sherry; Monterey’s The Jabberwock, 
near the Monterey Bay Aquarium, is in 
a converted convent. 

The area’s cities provide a number of 


well-known but worthwhile tourist at- 
tractions. Monterey offers the fantastic 
Monterey Bay Aquarium, as well as the 
“Path of History,’ a walking tour 
whose best attractions are California’s 
First Theater, the Robert Louis Steven- 
son House and the Custom House. A 
number of boat charters, including 
Glass Bottom Tours (408-372-7150) and 
Sam’s Fishing Fleet Inc. (408-372-0577), 
sail from the city’s wharfs over teeming 
Monterey Bay. 

For those who are torn between a 
trip to Monterey and a trip to Napa, 
the Monterey area has its own wine 
country, and tasting rooms dot the 
region’s highways. 

If you like the outdoors, the regional 
parks of Monterey County have facili- 
ties for horseback riding, tennis, fish- 
ing and more, and scuba is popular 
at nearby underwater parks. Nature- 
lovers can explore Elkhorn Slough, two 
miles northeast of Moss Landing, 
home to hundreds of wildlife species. 
You can reserve a space in one of 
Elkhorn Slough’s nature expeditions, 
which include kayaking, eel grass 
snorkeling and, for children, plankton 
investigation and ‘‘Meet a Mud Snail.”’ 

The Tassajara Mountain Center near 
the Ventana Wilderness to the south- 
east of Carmel is open to day guests 
from April to October. Built on a 
natural hot spring, the center has a 
large bath area with steam rooms and 
decks. There is also a swimming pool 
and acreek with swimming holes. Bring 
your own towel and a picnic lunch — 
you don’t get any of their famous 
vegetarian food unless you stay over- 
night. Make your reservations by 
phone, (415-431-3771), no more than 
one week in advance. 

Even if you’re not a fan of Clint 
Eastwood, Carmel is worth a visit. His- 
toric features include Tor House, home 
of poet Robinson Jeffers, and the Juni- 
pero Serra Carmel Mission. Carmel’s 
art galleries include treasures among 
the routine seascapes. You can finish 
your day at the end of town, watching 
the sunset from Carmel City Beach. 

While in Carmel, be sure to visit Point 
Lobos State Reserve. From the cliffside 
trails you can often see sea otters frolick- 
ing in the kelp beds. For scuba divers, 
Point Lobos has underwater trails, but 
permits are required. There are 
tidepools, cypresses and much more. 
When my grandfather visited Point 
Lobos in the ’60s, a hippie stopped him 
and told him to get his nose out of the 
map or he wasn’t going to see anything. 
That’s my advice: go see. 

Nearby you can take in the famous 
scenery of the 17-mile drive for $5 acar, 
or drive Pacific Grove’s four-mile 
beachfront stretch for free. 

In Big Sur, you can hike among the 
redwoods of Pfeiffer State- Park. 
Pfeiffer Beach is a great place to spend 
an afternoon, but you have to know 
how to find its unmarked turnoff from 
Route 1. It’s the second right-hand turn 
south of the state park, but your best 
bet is to check the map, drive through 
the area and ask someone for direc- 
tions. You may also find the hot springs 
of Esalen Institute (408-667-2335) open 
for late-night visits. 

The Carmel/Monterey area spon- 
sors dozens of festivals and special 
events each year. These include the 
Pacific Grove Butterfly Parade, the 
twice-annual Monterey Blues Festival, 
the Artichoke Festival in Castroville, 
the Carmel Bach Festival, the Great 
Monterey Squid Festival, a Steinbeck 
festival and the Lake San Antonio 
Wildflower Festival and Triathlon. 
The Monterey Peninsula Visitor and 
Convention Bureau can send you a 
complete calendar of events (408- 
646-8822).

Tahoe/ Yosemite 


Yosemite’s alpine vistas and the watery 
pleasures of Lake Tahoe annually draw 
millions of visitors to California from 
around the world. The many 
possibilities for boating, camping, ski- 
ing and other seasonal recreations are 
well-known to most Californians, but, 
familiarity notwithstanding, the region 
continues to exercise a powerful attrac- 
tion on the state’s urban natives as well. 

Bed and breakfasts in the High 
Sierra tend to cluster around Tahoe 
and Yosemite, both for convenient ac- 
cess to activities and for the scenic 
beauty of their settings. Other nearby 
sites also reward exploration. 

John Muir called Yosemite the 
“sanctum sanctorum of the Sierra,”’ 
and so it remains, but preserves of com- 
parable grandeur dot the region. King’s 
Canyon and Sequoia National Parks 
shelter groves of California’s unique 
giant sequoia trees, among them the 
largest living thing on earth, the 
General Sherman tree. Now 27 stories 
tall, this woody behemoth has stood 
for 2,500 years. But the title of oldest 
living thing goes to Methusaleh, a 4,700 
year-old bristlecone pine in Inyo Na- 
tional Forest south of Bishop. 

Evidence of history in a more human 
time-frame is scattered throughout the 
Sierras. Carefully maintained antique 
buildings — including many B&Bs — 
and dozens of local museums testify to 
the region’s memory of its gold-rush 
origins. Among B&Bs, both Granny’s 
Garden in Mariposa and Truckee’s 
Richardson House were built in the last 
century; Mariposa’s Meadow Creek 
Ranch B&B began serving travelers in 
1857 as a Wells Fargo stagecoach stop. 

Named for the Indian who guided 
the first white settlers there, Truckee is 
best-known as the stopping place of the 
ill-fated Donner Party. Donner Memorial 
State Park commemorates these 
unlucky pioneers, who were trapped 
near Truckee by heavy snows in the 
winter of 1846. Few survived the 
winter, and some only by resorting to 
cannibalism — one likely culprit later 
opened a restaurant in San Francisco. 
Chinese laborers working on the Central 
Pacific Railroad later gave Truckee the 
second largest Chinatown in California 
until they were run out of town in 1886. 

Mono County’s Bodie shows how 
gold rush towns looked in their heyday, 
or rather just past their heyday, after 
the mines ran out and the miners 
moved on. After achieving a popula- 
tion of 10,000 and a reputation for 
badmen and wildness around 1880, the 
town closed down as fast as it started 
up, and is now preserved in picturesque 
decay as a State Historical Park. 

At nearby Mono Lake, nature pro- 
vides an eerie display of its own, the 
peculiar knobs and spires of the tufa

S YOU’VE probably 

already realized, finding 

the right B&B for your 

vacation can be a tricky 

prospect. Booking in 
advance, especially during the high- 
demand months, is essential. In this 
resource guide, we’ve listed B&B 
associations, reservation and referral 
services and area chambers of com- 
merce, all of which can help you makea 
decision about the area you want to 
visit and which B&B (or B&Bs) would 
be right for you. Reservation services 
can also help you with booking ar- 
rangements, and some even offer to 
help with restaurant reservations, 
horseback-riding tours, balloon rides 
and more. 

In addition, this issue contains a 
superlist of B&B books, publications 
and newsletters (see page 31), all of 
which offer more detailed descriptions 
of the B&B inns of Northern California. 
And on page 23 you’ll find “‘Inn Prepa- 
ration,” a list of tips on such things as 
booking, cancellations, inn policies on 
smoking, children, pets and more. . 


B&B Associations 
Throughout Northern California, 
several small county associations repre- 
sent and promote their local member 
inns. These associations may assist you 
in locating a particular inn, recommend 
alternative inns that may better suit 
your needs (for example, one that will 
allow children) and in some situations 
take reservations. However, the reser- 
vation services also listed in this re- 
source guide are generally better equip- 
ped to handle reservation requests. 


Many associations have strict criteria 
for members, to ensure quality of service 
and to uphold state and county regula- 
tions. Not all inns belong to an associ- 
ation, nor do all associations belong to 
the (national) American B&B Associ- 
ation, although individual inns within 
associations may be members of ABBA. 

Associations are willing to send out 
information brochures about their 
member inns. Most brochures are free, 
but some do require a small fee to cover 
mailing costs, or a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope. 

Associations tend to change loca- 
tions from year to year due to changes 
in board membership. Therefore, if 
you have already selected a particular 
inn, it may be quicker for you to write or 
phone them directly for information.

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towers that protrude from the lake and 
its shores. The lake itself, salty and 
pleasantly buoyant, fills a volcanic 
crater, one of a chain of extinct volcano 
cones stretching a few miles south of 
the lake. Further south, the basalt col- 
umns at Devil’s Postpile National 
Monument, near Mammoth Lake, of- 
fer more unearthly vistas. 

Taking a pack trip is one way to leave 
the roads behind and travel the Sierras 
the old-fashioned way. The Eastern 
High Sierra Packers Association 
(619-934-2712) in Mammoth Lakes can 
arrange a mule train for you from a 
variety of stations dotting the moun- 
tains. The packers begin the summer 
packing season with the popular Mule 
Days Celebration, held in Bishop over 
Memorial Day weekend. The world’s 
largest mule exhibition, the celebration 
features a variety of events, including 
mule races, chariot races, driving, roping 
and packing events. Later in the year, 
horses, bucking broncos and brahma 
bulls get their chance to show off — at 
the expense of their riders — at the 
Bishop Homecoming & Wild West 
Rodeo over Labor Day weekend. 

The museum at the Paiute/Shoshone 
Indian Cultural Center in Bishop 
showcases the traditional arts of the 
region’s native people. An hour’s drive 
south, the Eastern California Museum 
at Independence houses more artifacts 
and documents relating to the area’s 
early history. Founded in 1928, this 
museum more recently added an ex- 
hibit dedicated to Manzanar, the camp 
seven miles out of town where Japa- 
nese-Americans were interned in 
World War II.

Gold Country 


James Marshall’s discovery of gold at 
Sutter’s Mill in Coloma on January 24, 
1848, marked the beginning of the gold 
rush, an era that has left its indelible 
mark on the region known today as 
Gold Country. Stretching from Sonora 
and Jamestown in the south to Nevada 
City and Grass Valley in the north, 
Gold Country may be explored by 
following Highway 49 as it weaves 
through the remnants of a historic past 
— or the reconstruction of that past. 
Visitors may tire of commercialized 
tourist traps cashing in on the area’s 
claim to fame, but be assured we won’t 
tell you where to have your picture taken 
in “‘authentic”’ Wild West clothing. 

A search of Gold Country bed-and- 
breakfast establishments will find 
numerous inns clustered around the 
region’s population centers. Victorian 
architecture seems to dominate.

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inn is a restored gold miner’s house, 
and many claim that visitors can fish 
or pan for gold right in the front yard. 
Pamphlets distributed by the local 
B&B associations portray an idyllic 
setting replete with historical am- 
bience and charm. 

Like the inns, many of the area’s at- 
tractions are connected to the gold 
theme. You can explore gold mines or 
old mining camps, and pan for gold 
and ride on stage coaches and 
railroads like those that served the old 
mining industry. 

Although most mining camps sprang 
up Overnight and were deserted just as 
quickly, a few towns survived the boom 
and bust of ‘‘gold fever.’’ In the Sierra 
foothills, Nevada City, once the third 
largest city in California, is now home 
to 2,700 people. Its 93-building down- 
town district is on the National Register 
of Historic Places, and the city boasts 
important examples of Victorian ar- 
chitecture that survived seven fires in its 
early years. 

The town of Columbia captures the 
spirit of the Gold Rush days with its 
State Historic Park, which consists of 
12 square blocks of restored or recon- 
structed 19th-century businesses and a 
working gold mine. Streets in the park 
are closed to all but foot traffic and 
stagecoaches. Unlike most state parks, 
it has no admission or parking fee. 
Call 209-532-4301 for information. ) 

The Calaveras County Fair and Frog 
Jumping Jubilee (209-736-2561) draws 
more than 40,000 people as well as 
thousands of frogs to the town of 
Angels Camp. Mark Twain’s famous 
story ‘‘The Celebrated Jumping Frog 
of Calaveras County’”’ inspired the 
event, first held to celebrate the paving 
of the city’s streets in 1928. In 1937 the 
spectacle merged with the Calaveras 
County Fair and now spans four days,

this year from May 18th to the 21st. A 
cautionary note is in order for those sen- 
sitive to animal exploitation: According 
to contest literature, the frogs jump out 
of fear, trying to flee their human cap- 
tors, who toss them in warm water prior 
to the jump to raise activity levels. 

Once called ‘‘Hangtown’’ because 
of the frequent executions of gold 
thieves, Placerville was the end of the 
Pony Express and a major supply cen- 
ter on the Central Pacific Railroad. 
July 4th witnesses a re-enactment of the 
Pony Express (916-621-5885). The 
Hangtown Jazz Festival is also in July. 

Nearby, you can picnic by the fruit 
orchards of Apple Hill and buy a 
multitude of homemade apple confec- 
tions from farms open year-round. The 
harvest season begins in June with the 
ripening of the cherries, followed by 
peaches and pears later in the summer 
and apples in September. Follow Hwy. 
50 east of Placerville. (Info.: Apple Hill 
Growers, PO Box 494, Camino 95709; 
916-622-9595.) 

On the subterranean level, check out 
the Moaning Cavern in Calaveras 
County, first explored by gold miners 
in 1851. Caving tours parallel the 
miner’s underground search for gold, 
with a 180-foot rope descent or a crawl 
through tight passages into undevel- 
oped chambers, depending upon how 
adventuresome you feel. Tours are $5 
to $35 and run daily after Memorial 
Day from 9 am to 6 pm. Parrots Ferry 
Road, off Hwy. 4, Calaveras County 
(209-736-2708). 

Driven out by early settlers, the 
Miwok Indians played no part in the 
gold rush, but left their mark on what 
is now the Indian Grinding Rock State 
Park. More than 1,000 mortars are 
chiseled in the rock, once used to grind 
acorns and other seeds for food. The 
park includes a ceremonial round- 
house, a re-created village with bark 
homes and a museum; admission is $3 
per vehicle. It’s open daily off of Hwy. 
88, Pine Grove. (Info.: 209-296-7488.) 
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Though the rivers of the Gold Coun- 
try may not yield gold, they are more 
reliable as sites of recreational activity, 
from fishing to white-water rafting. 
Numerous companies organize rafting 
trips throughout the region with vary- 
ing lengths, challenge levels and prices, 
Gold Rush River Runners operates ex- 
clusively on the American River that 
flows past Sutter’s Mill. For reserva- 
tions and information call 1-800-344- 
1013.

whelming array of activities to choose 
from, ranging from the sublime (Point 
Reyes, the Marin Headlands) to the 
ridiculous (the Barbie Doll Hall of 
Fame in Palo Alto). And if you feel like 
getting away from it all but don’t have 
time to get foo far away, or have 
visitors you want to put up in a homey 
environment, consider choosing a Bay 
Area bed and breakfast. 

With more than 60 B&Bs in the Bay 
Area, and more than 30 in San Fran- 
cisco alone, you can easily find a B&B 
to fit your taste and budget. There’s in- 
expensive: the European pension-style 
Obrero Hotel in the Chinatown/North 
Beach area. There’s elegant: the French 
Renaissance-style Archbishops Man- 
sion overlooking Alamo Square. 
There’s even a self-described ‘‘New 
Age’’ B&B, the Red Victorian B&B Inn, 
offering ‘‘Tea’n’Tapes’’ and the “‘Pink 
Parlor’’ art gallery, as well as sharing a 
home with the Red Vic movie theater. 

If your friends insist on seeing Coit 
Tower, make them hike up Telegraph 
Hill via the Filbert Steps. The reward 
for your exertions is the sight of green 
gardens with exotic flowers around 
you, and the view of the Bay Bridge 
behind you. If the climb doesn’t leave 
you breathless, the view will. 

Some places deserve the crowds they 
draw. Golden Gate Park is a popular 
beauty spot that residents and visitors 
alike enjoy for its wide open spaces 
(perfect for picnicking, playing 
Frisbee™, strolling, and rollerskating). 
The park also houses several attrac- 
tions worth visiting for their own sake: 
the Steinhart Aquarium, the Morrison 
Planetarium (offering a variety of light 
shows in the Laserium), the Japanese 
Tea Garden, the Conservatory of 
Flowers and the Strybing Arboretum. 

For aless-trammeled view of thecity, 
take a walking tour of the Mission 
District’s murals. Another way to get a 
feel for the city’s ethnic neighborhoods 
is to attend one of the seasonal street 
fairs and festivals. (For a comprehen- 


sive listing see the Bay Guardian Sum- 
mer Street Fairs guide, 4/12/89.) 

If you want to wander farther from 
the madding crowd, try the East Bay. 
B&Bs in the East Bay include 
Gramma’s in Berkeley (featuring 
home-cooked breakfast feasts), East 
Brother Light Station in Point Rich- 
mond (a working lighthouse on an 
island in the Bay) and Garratt Man- 
sion, an elegant Victorian in Alameda. 
Recreational parks abound in the East 
Bay. Among them, Tilden Park in 
Berkeley offers trails for walkers, 
Lakes Anza and Temescal for swim- 


_mers (beginning May 17th) and grassy 
hills for picnickers, sun-worshippers 


and ball-throwers. Families with 
small children will enjoy the pony rides, 
miniature trains and historic carousel. 
Close to Tilden is the Lawrence Hall of 
Science, a hands-on science museum 
for kids. The observation deck at the 
Hall of Science offers a panoramic view 
of the San Francisco Bay and surround- 
ing communities. For a snakey succes- 
sion of dizzying views, take a trip on 
Skyline Drive along the perimeter of 
Tilden Park. 

For an even more spectacular view, 
try the top of Mount Diablo near 
Walnut Creek in Contra Costa County. 
Despite its modest size (3,894 feet), on a 
clear day you may be able to see north 
as far as Mount Lassen, southeast to 
Yosemite and Half Dome, west to 
Mount Tam and the Bay and due south 
to the Lick Observatory on Mount 
Hamilton. You can drive to the top of 
the peak, or hike along any of the 
numerous trails. 

Coyote Hills Regional Park in Fre- 
mont is worth visiting not only for its 
wildlife sanctuary but also for the 
Ohlone shell mounds and other re- 
mains of Ohlone village life, A guided 
tour of the re-created village provides a 
glimpse of the past usually left out of 
history books. 

North to Point Reyes and south to 
Half Moon Bay you’ll find unspoiled

The smaller towns outside of Sacra- 
mento are usually just as rich in history, 
and therefore a good place to go an- 
tiques shopping. Red Bluff, a sleepy lit- 
tle town midway between the Bay Area 
and Oregon, gets a lot of visitors who 
are stopping overnight on their way to 
Ashland’s Shakespeare festival in 
Oregon. The river cuts right through 
the town, and on one of its banks 
visitors can go picnicking at Ide Adobe, 
the home of the first and only president 
of California. Visitors to Red Bluff can 
stay at the Faulkner House, a Victorian 
home built in 1890 with two porches 
and a rose garden. 

In Yuba City, boating and fishing on 
the Feather River competes with hiking 
in the buttes for tourists’ attention.

MIXED GRILL 


The Folsom Diner's six-course dinner is excellent, 
but its atmosphere is lacking

HEN I FIRST heard 
of the Folsom Diner, I 
thought, ‘‘Just what 
we need, another 
pseudo-diner in San 
Francisco. . .hip, trendy and quite pos- 
sibly overpriced.” ’'m happy to say that it 
is none of these things. The breakfast 
and lunch menu are fairly interesting, 
but it was the new fixed-price Saturday 
night dinners that really interested me. 

Ample counter space and paper- 
covered tables make this a casual and 
comfortable place to eat alone or witha 
large party for breakfast or lunch. Out- 
standing sliced bread from the Fran 
Gage Bakery, served with sweet butter, 
accompanies most meals. This bread is 
the San Francisco answer to Berkeley’s 
Acme bakery. 

Grilled vegetable salad ($5.50) 
makes a wonderful, healthy lunch for 
one, or for two to share. Grilled baby 
eggplant, mushrooms, peppers and red 
onion tossed with a mustardy dill dres- 
sing are served on a bed of fresh, tasty 
greens. Garnished with mozzarella 
cheese, olives and tomato, this salad 
demonstrates a sensitivity to the cook- 
ing and handling of fragile vegetables 
on a hot grill. 

The Cajun meat loaf ($5.25), de- 
scribed as ‘‘hot and spicy,’’ was two 
thick slices of fine-grained, moist and 
delicious meat loaf, and it certainly was 
hot and spicy. Creamy mashed potatoes 
and a bright green, tender-crisp broccoli 
spear accompanied the meat. 

Poached breast of chicken sandwich 
($5.25), served open-face with a spicy 
honey vinaigrette, was somewhat pre- 
dictable. Tender, thin slices of chicken 
served on that heavenly bread with three 
slices of juicy, red tomato lacked the 
creativity that was present in some 
other dishes. 

On the menu, the chicken sandwich is 
listed as coming with “‘other flavors,” 
which turned out to be three rather silly

ramekins of sliced fruit, mixed vegetables 
and a mouthful of pasta salad. I would 
rather see an ample portion of one salad. 

Dessert was fresh strawberries with 
Grand Marnier whipped cream or coffee- 
chocolate chip ice cream. The straw- 
berries were beautiful and fresh, but 
the ice cream — heavenly! 

Dinner was a lesson in contradic- 
tions. It always pains me to see a 
talented chef creating wonderful food 
without the necessary accompani- 
ments. This rather fundamental, unro-

mantic setting is fine for efficient, fast- 
paced breakfasts and lunches, and even 
for some dinners, but not for the one 
they’re trying to create. 

The diner is well-lit during the day, 
but the lights are turned so low at night 
that it looks as if no one is at home — 
from the outside, it really does look 
closed. But here is the good news: A 
fixed-price six-course meal goes for $20 
to $22.50. This is quite often the price 
of one entree in other restaurants serv- 
ing food of this caliber. 

» The meal began with a polenta tart, 
made with a cheesy ricotta and red pep- 
per filling encased in a polenta crust — 
simple and quite good. Madeira onion 
soup followed, along with some Fran 
Gage bread and (only) one pat of butter 
per person. Deep, flavorful and very 


aromatic, this was one of the best onion 
soups I’ve ever had. 

The fish course was calamari from 
the ‘‘Iron Top.’’ Three whole pieces of 
squid in a lemony garlic olive oil, nestled 
in some greens, were tender and tasted 
extra good because of the hot grill they 
were cooked on. At this point we had 
already asked for three more pats of 
butter. A small pot of butter for this 
type of dinner would have been more 
appropriate. 

The entree on this evening was juicy 
tournedos of beef with shiitake mush- 
rooms, served with a red wine demi- 
glace. Cooked to perfection, this suc- 
culent piece of beef with its delicate 
mushrooms and sensitive sauce were 
worth the price of the whole dinner. 
Bright green sauteed fresh spinach and 
to-die-for thickly sliced potatoes baked 
with gorgonzola cheese rounded out 
the plate and made for a complete and 
rewarding entree. The arugula and 
coastal- greens salad, playful, bright 
and dressed with excellent virgin olive 
oil vinaigrette, was equally delicious. 

Chocolate Decadence, dense and 
very chocolaty, finished the ample 
meal. A small wine list in the $13.50 to 
$21 range offers a few interesting wines 
—enough to choose from if you are not 
a wine enthusiast. 

The dinner was magnificent: The 
chef is talented and appears to have 
very sound cooking techniques along 
with some good ideas. The atmos- 
phere, however, is lacking in energy 
and style. Sure, the food is fantastic, 
but the skills required to pull off a fairly 
sophisticated six-course meal are 
many. Good music and soft lighting 
aren’t enough. If you’re looking for 
good breakfast and lunch and a special 
culinary treat for a Saturday night, you 
might consider the Folsom Diner — but 
bring along some lively guests or one 
very romantic and quiet one. a

So, one partner is almost 
always sleepy or very quick to fall 
asleep (her), while the other, me, is al- 
most always horny.

UNINFORMED, the 

youngish man standing in the 
parking lot at the corner of 
Franklin and Hayes, gazing 
blankly at the mural on the Nourse 
Auditorium building, might be 
just one more impressed tourist 
taking in the local color. 


People in the know, however, 
would recognize him as Keith 
Sklar, the Bay Area’s highly 
acclaimed muralist, currently in 
the process of putting the final 
touches on his four-story, pioneer- 
ing work, ‘‘Learning Wall.’’ 

Although for the past 12 years 


JAZZ IN THE LIVING ROOM 


WHEN MOST PEOPLE have jazz in their living 
rooms, the music is on the stereo. But when Ken 
Schubert and Jessica Felix invite people over to 
listen to music in their Oakland Victorian, the 
musicians are right there in the room. And these 
are no casual hobbyists — these are the leaders in 
jazz, including such literal Leaders as saxophonists 
Chico Freeman and Arthur Blythe. This Sunday 
night at 7 pm, pianist Kirk Lightsey and percus- 
sionist Famoudou Don Moye, two more members 
of The Leaders, play Felix and Schubert’s Gallery 
552 in a trio with bassist Don Pate. 

“‘The music is very social,’’ says Schubert, 
whose profession is carpentry and woodworking 
but whose nearly full-time avocation is boosting 
jazz as a founder of Bay Area Loft Jazz, president 
of the old Bay Area Jazz Society and now as a 
guiding force behind Jazz in Flight. 

For the past five years, he and Felix, a jewelry 
designer, have hosted musicians and up to 100 jazz 
fans in the most intimate social context im- 
aginable. They throw the best New Year’s Eve 
party in town and offer four or five living room 
concerts during the year. The couple moved into 
their house on Christmas day, 1983, and decided to 
celebrate their year-and-a-half of remodeling with 
a party: Pianist George Cables played duets with 
saxophonist Dave Liebman. 

Their network of musician friends is now as 


large as their enthusiasm for jazz. Bassist Dave 
Holland, pianists Michel Petrucciani and Henry 
Butler, and flutist James Newton are just a few of 
the people to stop over at Gallery 552. ‘‘Doing 
these concerts at the house,’’ says Schubert, we 
became sort of a fill-in for bands traveling from the 
East Coast to the West Coast, and we’ve opened 
our home for musicians who might need a place to 
stay.’’ Bebop saxophonist Frank Morgan lived in 
the downstairs flat before moving to New York. 
And now, when Felix and Schubert travel, always 
checking out the local jazz scene, they are wel- 
comed in the same way. ‘‘We find that musicians 
talk about us all over the world.2’ 

Lately, much of the couple’s energy has gone into 
Jazz in Flight, producing special Tuesday night 
shows at Kimball’s in San Francisco, and organizing 
such events as the forthcoming tribute to seriously 
injured trumpeter Woody Shaw, Sunday, April 
30th at Kimball’s East in Emeryville. But their 
devotion is best felt in the home concerts. A small, 
three-year, multicultural grant from the California 
Arts Council is running out, but Schubert’s com- 
mitment never will. ““We can’t get close to afford- 
ing what the musicians deserve to be paid,” 
Schubert admits, ‘‘but we’re out here to make the 
music better.’’ For information about Gallery 552 
or Jazz in Flight, call 653-0822 or 547-2420.

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Sklar’s public art works could be 
described as ‘‘murals,’’ with 
“Learning Wall’’ he applies what 
is essentially studio technique to a 
45-foot-by-100-foot space. This 
falls into an emerging category of 
public arts, sometimes called 
“monumental painting”’ or 
“environmental painting.” 

Sklar says he began to question 
the restrictions of artistic form 
early in his career. When he 
entered Wesleyan University, he 
says he found his interest in paint- 
ing constrained by the prejudices 
of the art academics there. He 
majored in art history, which gave 
him an opportunity to ‘“‘learn not 
how to paint but why, and how 
artists are relevant to the time they 
paint in.”’ 4 

In the 12 years that have passed 
since Sklar’s first mural, he says 
he’s become aware of a basic con- 
flict between his artistic style and 
his mural work. Traditionally, 
murals are simplistic and singular 
in their message, while Sklar tries 
to excite the viewers’ minds and 
cause them to pause and take 
notice. With ‘‘Learning Wall,’’ he 
finally abandons traditional mural- 
painting and unites his public 
painting style with his studio/ 
canvas style, a style of improvi- 
sation and continual editing. Sklar 
doesn’t try to force any one 
message upon his audience, and 
allows the public to make 
connections themselves, to create 
their own message. He believes 
that ‘‘true art never becomes back- 
ground,’’ and that it is flexible 
enough to always be relevant and 
interesting. 

Sklar’s future plans include 
doing a large canvas for a Tucson 
community center, set-designing 
with Kirk Peterson of the 
Cleveland Ballet and living in Italy 
and Spain. ‘‘Learning Wall’ will 
be dedicated on April 22nd, from 
2 to 5 pm, at the corner of Hayes 
and Franklin Streets.

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Lonesome Strangers: Jeff Rymes Sed Randy Weeks nae up half of 


this L.A. quartet.

The Lonesome Strangers 
(HighTone) 

The second album by this rocking L.A. 
country quartet should dispel the lone- 
someness and make them familiar to 
more than the small corps of fans who 
heard their fine but almost invisible 1986 
debut Lonesome Pine. Jeff Rymes' lead 
vocals sound like he has Russell Smith 
(of the Amazing Rhythm Aces) held 
hostage in his nasal passages, which 
comes across on record much better 
than it reads on paper. ‘“‘Another Fool 
Like Me,’’ getting good local radio play, 
is his best showcase. Randy Weeks, who 
sings the single, ‘Goodbye Lonesome, 
Hello Baby Doll,’’ is somewhat less 
eccentric. Their harmonies — sup- 
plemented bassist Lorne Rall and drum- 
mer Mike McLean — are especially 
crucial on such songs as “Clementine,” 
“Lay Down My Old Guitar,” “Just Can't 
Cry No More”’ and ‘‘Daddy’s Gone 
Gray.’’ Comparisons to the Everly, 
Louvin or Delmore Brothers aren't out of 
the question although the instrumental 
sound packs a solid rock'n'roll 

punch. What raises the Strangers above 
the cowpunk rank and file is the 
refreshing absence of hip attitude and 
self-consciousness rootsiness. They're 
at ease with these songs — a few 
borrowed nuggets but most written by 
Rymes, mostly about romance with 
quirky twists — and play them with 
casual precision. They aren’t pushy, 
they're just too good to remain strangers 
for long 


Chief Commander Ebenezer Obey 
& His Inter-Reformers Band, Get 
Yer Jujus Out (Ryko CD) 

The title's takeoff on the 1970 live album 
by the Rolling Stones (‘‘the world's great- 
est rock'n'roll band’’) might be read as 
Obey’s claim to the parallel mantle in 
Nigerian pop music. His Inter-Reformers 
band has not garnered the same world- 
wide attention as King Sunny Ade’s 
African Beats, whose Live Live JuJu was 
released by Ryko last year. But this 
68-minute recording, from a 1987 Seattle 
concert, shows that while Ade may be 
the pop “‘King,”’ modernizing the juju 
sound with new technology, Obey is still 
the ‘‘Chief Commander”’ who founded 
modern juju in the early 1960s. The 


emphasis here is on the shifting Yoruban- 


based rhythmic pulses of talking drums 
complicated by deceptively simple- 
sounding guitar lines, the rich vocal 
interplay of male voices, and the sizzling 
accents of steel guitar. Much African 
pop music is being discofied these days, 
but Obey’s original blend of Nigerian and 
Western elements, which advanced the 
pioneering juju efforts of Ayinde Bakare 
and Tunde King, doesn’t need any more 
modernizing to sound thoroughly con- 
temporary. And this superb recording — 
taped direct-to-digital two-track from 
close-in mono microphones — practi- 


cally puts you right on stage, surrounded 
by a big band of exuberant musicians. 


Illinois Jacquet & His Big Band 
Jacquet’s Got It! (Atlantic Jazz) 

Until the concert circuit can support ex- 
tensive touring, it would be premature to 
say that jazz big bands are making a real 
comeback. But from Gene Harris’ recent 
blockbuster Tribute to Count Basie (Con- 
cord) to Julius Hemphill’s avant garde 
big band and several Bay Area variations 
on the theme, the orchestral approach to 
Jazz is soaring to new peaks. And some- 
one should subsidize this veteran tenor 
saxophonist so he can take his exciting 
17-piece orchestra — his first big band 
in three decades — on the road. Known 
for his historic solos with Lionel Hampton 
(“Flying Home”’) and Jazz at the Philhar- 
monic (‘‘Blues, Part 11"’), Jacquet blows 


‘his swinging Texas-rooted horn into brist- 


ling arrangements of eight powerhouse 
tunes. Trombonist Frank Lacy, trumpeter 
Jon Faddis, pianist Richard Wyands and 
alto saxist Marshall Royal are among the 
all-stars anchored by drummer Duffy 
Jackson and bassist Milt Hinton. The 
ensemble playing surges with contagious 
energy and the soloists confidently make 
the most of their allotted choruses, 
whether it's Jacquet getting robustly 
romantic on ‘More Than You Know”’ or 
the brass taking turns on the rousing 

“Tickletoe”’ and “Stomping at the 
Savoy.’ Jacquet’s big band indeed has 
got it, so get it 


Fairport Convention, Red & Gold 
(Rough Trade) 

Old British folk-rock bands never die, 
they just change their Celts and fiddle 

on. The latest edition of this, the most 
famous band of the breed, features none 
of its best-remembered founders — 
Richard Thompson, lan Matthews, 
Ashley Hutchings, the late Sandy Denny. 
But guitarist/lead vocalist Simon Nicol 
was one of the original members, more 
than 20 years ago. And drummer Dave 
Mattacks and bassist Dave Pegg joined 
in the earliest years of the group's 
career, with violinist Ric Sanders and 
utility man Martin Allcock (keyboards, 
mandolin, electric guitar, bouzouki, midi 
guitar) signing on in the mid-’80s. This 
lineup is very likable but hardly as 
punchy as one might expect after the 
shift to a indie rock label. Instead of 
juicing the beat throughout — as it does 
on the opening ‘‘Set Me Up”’ and the 
closing version of Dylan's ‘‘Open the 
Door, Richard'’ — Fairport largely opts 
for a romantic textural approach, 
blending electric and acoustic sounds 
around such fine tunes as Ralph McTell’s 
“Red & Gold” and Huw Williams’ 
“Summer Before the War."’ It sounds 
like an expertly wrought, adult 
contemporary approach to Celtic fusion, 
soothing on a warm afternoon when the 
air is still. (Fairport plays the-Great Amer- 
ican Music Hall on Thursday; April 20th.)

DRUMMING 


Mickey Hart joins drummers from around 
the world in Planet Drum

HEN HE’S onstage 

as a member of the 

Grateful Dead, 

Mickey Hart even- 

tually finds himself 
tangled in a long musical conversation 
with fellow drummer Bill Kreutzmann. 
Engaged in no ordinary drum solo, the 
pair of percussionists rattle, whisper or 
storm through elaborate revolving pat- 
terns of beats and rhythms, ‘‘trying to 
sculpt air,’’ as Hart puts it. This Friday 
night at the Marin Veteran’s Audi- 
torium, in a concert called ‘‘Planet 
Drum,” Hart will be ‘‘sculpting air”’ 
with a completely different set of 
cohorts — some of the finest percus- 
sionists from around the world, in- 
cluding Airto Moreira from Brazil, 
Hamza El Din from the Sudan, Zakir 
Hussain from India and Babatunde 
Olatunji from Nigeria. 

“This is a rare moment, in the world 
of percussion anyway,” Hart said in 
phone conversation last week between 
Grateful Dead shows in Chicago, 
“‘because these people usually aren’t 
even on the same continent at the same 
time. I’ve played with them all, but 
some of them haven’t been on the same 
stage together and played percussion as 
a unit. We can carve out some new 
land. Airto will turn into the jungle 
man, I’m sure, he’ll be stalking those 
rhythms. Hamza will be the dry sands 
of the desert, he’ll turn into Egypt. This 
is really hot!”” 

Although the Grateful Dead is con- 
sidered to be a way of life as much as it 
is a band, Hart spends a great deal of 
his time away from the group, pursuing 
his fascination with world music. His 
outside projects nourish his creativity 
in the band. ‘‘You can’t live in the same 
garden all the time,”’ he explains. ‘‘It’s 
boring even if it’s a beautiful garden. I 
can’t play Grateful Dead music all the 
time. The Grateful Dead doesn’t listen 
to Grateful Dead music when it isn’t 
playing it. But it’s really great when 


you’ve learned something and you 
bring it back and share it with the 
people you’ ve been playing music with 
all your life.’” 

Hart was drawn to drums as a 
toddler in New York, when he first 
heard Gene Krupa on his parents’ 
records. The Latin jazz of Tito Puente 
and Machito “‘really tore me apart,”’ 
he says. ‘‘That was my first great hit of 
Third World or non-Western music, 
and then I heard Olatunji around 
1959, 1960, and I’ve been changing 
ever since.”’ 

When Hart moved to San Francisco 
in late ’60s and joined the Grateful 
Dead, rock musicians were listening to 
Indian and other world musics. With 
Dead recording engineer Dan Healy, 
Hart began learning the “‘fine art’’ of 
remote live recording, experimenting at 
the Inverness Music Festival, docu- 
menting pianists Earl Hines and 
Norma Teagarden, and taking his new 
passion into exotic locations on the 
road. ‘‘Being in the Bay Area and also 
traveling around the world has af- 
forded me a unique view of the world’s 
music,’’ Hart explains. ‘‘And being a 
musician, I could participate in the 
music with these people. I wasn’t just 
preserving the music. By focusing on it 
you give it energy, it gives these people 
a sense of worth.”’ 

Hart has documented hundreds of 
hours of music from around the world, 
and this year Ryko, the adventurous 
compact disc company, has begun is- 


_ suing his recordings, digitally re- 


mastered for CD, in a series called 
“The World.”’ The first ten releases in- 
clude Diga, the pioneering 1976 record- 
ing by Hart’s Diga Rhythm Band 
(founded by Zakir Hussain as Tal 
Vadya), Hamza El Din’s Arabic mas- 
terpiece Eclipse, the Rhythm Devils’ 
Apocalypse Now Sessions, Dafos by 
Hart, Airto and Flora Purim, two re- 
cent Olatunji recordings, one by the 
Golden Gate Gypsy Orchestra, plus 
music from India and Egypt and Hart’s 
Music To Be Born By. ‘‘Ryko under- 


stands the importance and value of this 
music and made me an offer I couldn’t 
refuse,” Hart says, ‘‘to give mea home 
for all my varied works. Unless you 
focus on the world, you can’t really 
deal with it because this is music of the 
planet, and most record companies 
don’t have any vision at all, the bottom 
line is bucks.”” 

His next big remote project will be an 
August trip to Siberia for the Smith- 
sonian, to record Siberian throat 
music, heretofore unavailable on 
recordings outside of the Soviet Union. 
It should be a remarkable challenge for 
Hart, who tries to learn everything he 
records. ‘‘Of course I can’t chant like 
the Tibetan Monks,” he says, ‘‘but 
before I go somewhere I learn the in- 
struments so I get a feeling for the peo- 
ple and the music. I walk into a place 
and they open their homes, feed me. 
We have something in common. It’s 
wonderful.”’ 

Through his exposure to world 
music, Hart has developed a global 
consciousness, an awareness of issues 
affecting the life of the planet. Part of 
the proceeds of this weekend’s Planet 
Drum concert will go to the Planet 
Drum foundation, started by Peter 
Berg to educate people on the greening 
of the urban environment. ‘‘Not only is 
it a great name,’ Hart says, “‘it’s a 
great idea, creating alternative ways of 
not letting the city eat itself.”’ 

To Hart, there is an obvious cor- 
respondence between ecology and 
music, and a real appreciation of one 
must lead to an understanding of the 
other. ‘‘It can’t be any other way,” he 
explains. ‘‘You know with the disap- 
pearance of the Rain Forest, the music 
is going too. That’s endangered music. 
It’s the same with Tibetan Monks 
[whose Tantric chants Hart has re- 
corded]. They’re a persecuted people 
and religion. The musics do bring these 
issues in focus.’’ Last week he was 
especially distressed by the negative 
publicity coming down on the Santeria 
religion in the aftermath of the ap- 
parent cult killings on the Texas- 
Mexico border. ‘‘I think I’d like to talk 
about this,’’ he said, his voice rising, 
“it really means something to me. 
Santeria is a beautiful religion, it’s 
nothing like that at all. They’re not 
violent, they’re very kind, loving peo- 
ple, like Francisco Aguabella. It has 
nothing to do with voodoo or Satan. 
This is really wrong. It has nothing to 
do with human sacrifice!”’ 

Like many of the world’s religions, 
Santeria, having evolved in the Carib- 
bean from West African Yoruban 
roots, uses drums in spirit-calling and 
trance-inducing rituals. And much of 
the music Hart records is similar in 
nature. ‘‘If you want to get right down 
to the fundamentals,’’ he explains, 
‘this is mostly transformational music, 
not necessarily music used for enter- 
tainment. It’s music that’s used for the 
inner dance. It has transformational 
powers, it’s the dreams, the myths of 
humankind. That’s all held within the 
music.” 

The Planet Drum concert will in- 
clude the musical presentation of an 
origin myth — how the world got the 
wooden drum. Hart is borrowing it 
from a book he is writing, The Edge of 
Magic, with Santa Cruz ethnomusi- 
cologist Fredric Lieberman. Most of 
the program will be devoted to duos, 
trios, quartets and other once-in-a- 
lifetime collaborations among artists 
of diverse styles from different regions 
of the globe. ‘‘This is not like a battle of 
the drummers here,”’ Hart reiterates. 
“We are all really up for this. Everyone 
is getting their best instruments out, the 
private instruments they use only for 
themselves. It will be an adventure for us 
as well as the audience.”’ |

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A ‘basic’ teen: John Cusack in Say Anything. 





EATING CROWE 


What happens when a critic cant 
‘say anything’ bad 


SAY ANYTHING. Directed by 
Cameron Crowe. At the Galaxy, Em- 
pire, SF; Grand Lake, Oakl.; Shattuck, 
Berk.

HATE Cameron Crowe. 
Oh, it’s nothing personal; but 
there are two good reasons for it. 
The first is that he entrenched 
“dude’’ in the teen-screen lexicon 
with his first screenplay, Fast Times at 
Ridgemont High, leading to the word’s 
abuse in the likes of Bill and Ted’s Ex- 
cellent Adventure and The ’Burbs. 
This too shall pass. Less forgivably, 
Crowe was more successful as a free- 
lance journalist by the time he was 16 
(published in Playboy, Rolling Stone, 
Penthouse and the Los Angeles Times) 
than I can ever hope to be. Now at 31 
he’s directed Say Anything, his third 
produced screenplay, and he came to 
town to talk about it, flaunting not only 
his success but his glamorous rock-star 
wife, Nancy Wilson of Heart. If I ever 
went into an interview wishing I were 
Morton Downey Jr., that was the time. 
But you know, for all the rotten 
things he’s done to me, Crowe’s not a 
bad dude — er, guy. His movie’s not 
bad either. Say Anything is a ‘“‘John 
Hughes movie’’ without John Hughes 
— or, thank God, Molly Ringwald. It 
makes you care about its teen-age pro- 
tagonists, who actually seem human. 
It’s high school graduation day. 
Lloyd (John Cusack) is ‘looking for a 
“‘dare-to-be-great’ situation’’ and 
wants to be kickboxer. But his more 
immediate goal is Diane (Ione Skye), 
the class valedictorian, even though his 
friends warn him, ‘‘Brains go out with 
brains,’’ and Diane is ‘‘a brain trapped 
inside the body of a game-show hostess.”’ 
Lloyd is the most likely to achieve 
sainthood in the class, but Diane is al- 
ready there. Urged by her doting father 
(John Mahoney) to be the best, she 
wins a highly competitive fellowship to 
England, which gives Lloyd a 16-week 
deadline to get close to her. (What was 
he waiting for the last three years?) 
On their first date Lloyd takes Diane 
to a graduation party peopled by head- 


banging types she never associated with 
at school. (They include Jason Gould, 
who combines the worst features of his 
parents, Barbra Streisand and Elliott 
Gould.) She warms to them and tells 
Lloyd, ‘‘I’ve never gone out with some- 
one as basic as you.’’ She means it as 
a compliment. 

Diane invites Lloyd home to dinner 
for their second date. His friends warn 
him it’s ‘fa family audition’’ and he 
should keep his mouth shut. He does 
fine until Diane’s father asks about his 
plans for the future. Dad appreciates 
Lloyd’s other qualities but doesn’t 
share his enthusiasm for kickboxing. He 
cautions his daughter, ‘‘You’re gonna be 
part of an international think tank and 
he’s gonna be kicking punching bags.”’ 

Mahoney, an excellent actor, was bet- 
ter in Moonstruck than in this more cal- 
culated showcase. Because his char- 
acter’s dark side is supposed to emerge 
gradually, it’s somewhat fuzzily writ- 
ten. He’s initially painted as an altruist 
who runs a nursing home with no re- 
gard for profit, yet he’s pushing his 
daughter to personify the most ma- 
terialistic values of her generation. 

The younger roles are more sharply 
conceived. Cusack, almost always at 
least as good as his material, has first- 
rate stuff to work with here. Skye, who 
was okay in River’s Edge, exhibits 
serious leading-lady potential. Joan 
Cusack, not billed, is unrecognizably 
subdued as her brother’s sister; and the 
boy who plays her son, Glenn Walker 
Harris Jr., is the first screen kid in a 
long time I would have liked to see 
more of. Lili Taylor (Mystic Pizza), 
plays Lloyd’s closest friend with a ro- 
mantic subplot of her own. 

These days I’ll give points to a teen- 
age movie just for not ‘‘dude’’-ing me 
to death. Cameron Crowe has it under 
control in Say Anything, for what 
could be the real start of a real movie- 
making career. 


ROWE LAUGHS about the 
“‘dude’’ monster he created. He 


returned to high school ten years 
ago to do sociological research for Fast 
Times at Ridgemont High, which came 
out first in book form. ‘‘Dude was too 
late for the book and just in time for 





the movie,’’ he says. “‘I love the 
little monster.”’ 

It was the way Sean Penn, as Jeff 
Spiccoli, said the word that made it 
register so strongly, and Crowe doesn’t 
mind sharing the credit with the actor. 
Someone sent him a souvenir copy of 
the script for the Miami Vice pilot, in 
which one character was described as 
“a Spiccoli type,’’ and Crowe was de- 
lighted at having had such an impact 
with his creation. 

Penn, he recalls, was totally absorbed 
during the shooting, and made everyone 
call him “‘Jeff,”’ even off the set. ‘“Then 
the day after we finished he went around 
shaking hands with everybody and say- 
ing, ‘I’m Sean.’ It was a pleasure working 
with you.’ ”’ 

From Crowe’s anecdotes, John 
Cusack doesn’t sound terribly easy to 
work with, although the novice direc- 
tor appears to feel the result was worth 
it and doesn’t say anything directly 
critical of the young actor. ‘‘He’s very 
wary,’’ Crowe says. ‘‘He’s seen his 
stuff go in many directions. I had to 
convince him this wouldn’t be Losin’ It 
3.’”” When Crowe was having trouble 
getting it right, Cusack wrote his own 
speech about his character’s future, the 
“buy, sell or process’’monologue that 
became one of the film’s highlights. 

As soon as he was off-camera, how- 
ever, Cusack would go off and listen to 
Fishbone tapes. 

Crowe gives partial credit for Say 
Anything to executive producer James 
L. Brooks. The sitcom veteran (Mary 
Tyler Moore, etc.), who went on to 
direct Terms of Endearment and 
Broadcast News, worked with him, 
Crowe says, and “‘would push me to find 
laughs in the characters”’ instead of tak- 
ing the easy way out by having them say 
funny things. For the crucial final sound 
effect, Brooks made him spend hours 
choosing ‘‘the right ‘ding.’ ”’ 

As Fast Times at Ridgemont High was 
Crowe’s reaction to what he calls ‘‘the 
Fonzie mentality” generated by televi- 
sion’s Happy Days and its ilk, he wrote 
Say Anything in response to ‘“‘the new 
stereotype,’’ to show that “‘a guy in love 
isn’t necessarily a wimp or a wacky guy.”’ 
If he’d accepted all the offers he could be 
up to Fast Times VII by now, but “‘I felt 
there was no reason to keep going back to 
the well.’” Crowe promises this will be his 
last movie about teenagers: “‘I can’t fit 
into those grad night parties the way I 
used to.”’ 

Nancy Wilson, the red-haired guitarist 
of Heart, says she and Crowe have “‘been 
together about eight years and married 
for two-and-a-half.’’ She played cameo 
roles in the first two films he wrote, Fast 
Times at Ridgemont High and The Wild 
Life, but got to do something extra for 
Say Anything — write music. The bulk of 
the score is made up of pop tunes — in- 
cluding hew own solo, “‘All for Love” — 
and incidental music by Anne Dudley and 
Richard Gibbs, but Crowe felt there were 
some moments that needed the kind of 
guitar work that’s Nancy’s specialty. She 
wasn’t the first composer he thought of, 
but she was the last. 

One scene she scored featured Cusack 
in a phone booth in the rain. The actor 
resisted the idea of music, Crowe says. 
“He asked, ‘What’s the matter, can’t I 
hold the screen?’ But when he saw the 
picture with an audience and the scene 
worked, he was happy with it.’’ 

Wilson will doubtless be comparing 
the success of her first solo against her 
sister Ann’s hit duet with Robin Zander 
from Tequila Sunrise. ‘Ann being the 
oldest there’s always a little competitive- 
ness,” she admits, “which I think is 
healthy. . . . | was the fat girl with braces 
[in high school]. All my friends were four 
year’s older, my sister’s age.”’ 

These separate gigs don’t mean the end 
of Heart, Wilson assures. They’re work- 
ing on new material and have already 
compiled 15 songs from which their next 
album can be put togethér. 

Cameron Crowe and Nancy Wilson are 
a couple of righteous dudes, au right. I 
can’t say anything against them. Eg

MODERN DANCE 


The SF Ballet puts ona program of truly contemporary works 


SAN FRANCISCO BALLET. War 
Memorial Opera House, SF. Thursday, 
April 13th.

OR THOSE who think that 

truly contemporary local 

dancing is restricted mainly to 

the Mission District — with 

an extension across the Bay to 
Oakland — trekking north of Market 
might be worth a trip one of these days. 
If you can overlook the culture-as- 
consumption-object that still sur- 
rounds the performances of San Fran- 
cisco Ballet, you’ll see that its language, 
often denounced as rigid and 
academic, can still speak eloquently 
and movingly. 

In the last of its clusters of eight dif- 
ferent programs, the San Francisco 
Ballet offered a world premiere in Val 
Caniparoli’s ‘‘Connotations,’’ 
William Forsythe’s ‘‘revolutionary”’ 
reprise ‘‘New Sleep,”’ which it commis- 
sioned two years ago, ‘‘Vivaldi Con- 
certo Grosso,”’ a very late (1981) piece 
by its founding director Lew 
Christensen, and ‘‘Tarantella,”’ a spif- 
fy throw-away piece by George Balan- 
chine. They made for a well-balanced, 
thoroughly modern program in which 
dancing as communication — not as an 
excuse to show off the admittedly pain- 
fully acquired technique of various 
stars — predominated. 


Ballet companies often open their 


programs with ensemble works as a 
way of introducing their audiences to 
the current state of their corps de ballet. 
Lew Christensen’s ‘‘Vivaldi Concerto 
Grosso”’ is the best of this kind of 
piece. A three-movement work, with a 
duet in the middle section, it was beau- 
tifully danced and had a thoroughly 
contemporary feel to it. 

Set pretty closely to the music 
(Vivaldi’s ‘‘Concerto Grosso in D 
Minor’’), it. followed the structural un- 
derpinnings and the lush warmth of the 
soaring strings with dancing that was 
wonderfully expansive and energetic 


yet quite delicate. Dressed in filmy light 
blue, the ensemble of 12 broke the in- 
itial vertical lineups into spatial pat- 
terns that peeled off like so many 
flower petals. The dancers’ rapidly 
changing spins and twirls and leaps, 
their groupings into twos and threes 
that dispersed as soon as they formed, 
grew completely out of the Vivaldi 
score, and yet the work had a structure 
that stood on its own. 

The third movement had a bucolic 
feeling that was utterly delightful with 
its springy leaps and controlled ex- 
uberance. In the Adagio section, a duet 
for Kathleen Mitchell and Edward 
Ellison, Christensen added a lovely 
lyrical touch to the partnering patterns 
by having Ellison keep his hand on 
Mitchell’s thigh, guiding and gently 
leading her leg into the extensions and 
arabesques. 

Unlike Christensen, Val Caniparoli, 
the Ballet’s resident choreographer, 
chose Benjamin Britten’s ‘‘Violin Con- 
certo”’ (with soloist Roy Malan) simply 
as a springboard for his new ‘‘Con- 
notations.’’ In this work Caniparoli 
built up one set of expectations, only to 
fulfill it in quite an unexpected manner. 
Designed for five couples, four of 
whom have extended duets, he had the 
fifth interact with all of the others; they 
also conclude the work with an exten- 
sive solo of their own with rather sur- 
prising results. Sandra Woodall put the 
four starring duos into single-color 
purple, red, gray and pink quasi- 
street-like costumes. The fifth couple 
was in black. 

The work starts with the couple in 
purple (Tally Frieder and Robert Hill) 
on the floor, the woman crouched and 
staring straight into the audience. As 
they begin their duet they get inter- 
rupted by the black-clad couple 
(Elizabeth Loscavio and David 
McNaughton), who at times echo their 
movement or partner them for brief 
moments. Like shadows, those two 
black figures flit on and off stage, 
sometimes staying unobtrusively at 
the back of the stage, but they always 


reappear and make their presence felt 
in some form or another. The pattern 
is repeated, though with different in- 
tensity throughout the following 
duets, until toward the end, when 
Britten, in a chaconne-like section 
reminiscent of Bach, pulls out all the 
stops and Caniparoli brings the five 
couples together. 

As he lines the four protagonistic 
ones up in the dimming light, they 
become silhouettes against the back 
wall, the setting for the black-clad cou- 
ple who move into an extended solo of 
their own. Where previously these 
dancers had been reactive, they arenow 
totally assertive. And all of a sudden, 
the focus of the whole work has shifted. 
As with an Escher print, you realize 
that what you thought was background 
is foreground, what seemed incidental 
and supportive has become dominant 
and essential. In an effective, though 
slightly predictable move, each of the 
couples reemerges into the spotlight as 
if Orpheus had called them back from 
the Shades for just a moment. But the 
piece ends with Black ruling the board. 

Also on the program was William 
Forsythe’s ‘‘New Sleep,’’ which caused 
such a sensation two years ago. This 
time what came through more than 
anything else was Forsythe’s attempt to 
break open the language of ballet. By 
putting dancers on points and plies 
simultaneously, he gets elevation and 
squashes them down at the same time. 
Those famous pelvic thrusts seem less 
satirical than an attempt to lower the 
center of gravity and fool around with 
balance. Those swinging, scooping arm 
gestures looked now as if they had a life 
of their own because, lit as they were 
from above, the rest of the black-clad 
bodies at times almost disappeared 
against the black background. 

Still wonderful — though ultimately 
I suspect that this isnot enough to make 
‘New Sleep’’ withstand the test of time 
— was the rhythmically integrated 
nature of the furiously fast-paced work 
in its use of dance, music, lights and 
theatrics. BS

LATE-NIGHT LITURGY 


Blue-eyed soul meets Grotowski in Rappaports show 


JONES and THE BIRD. Written and 
performed by Stephen Rappaport at Cli- 
mate Theatre, SF. Through April 22nd.

TEPHEN RAPPAPORT 
looks like he’s all sinew. Bony 
chest, lean face, long fingers, 
wrists that go on forever. But 
the eyes — ah, the eyes. They 
blaze like the eyes of a street-corner 
preacher talking in tongues. They blaze 
like the eyes of someone on the verge of 
heaven or at the gateway to hell. 

An actor-musician who has per- 
formed with Soon 3, Tony Pelligrino 
and Karin Epperlein, Rappaport never 
seems less than scaldingly intense 
onstage. That can be hard to bear in 
large doses, but in his new solo pieces, 
Jones and The Bird, Rappaport chan- 
nels his intensity effectively, and uses it 
to fuel some intriguing excursions into 
the mystic. 

Rappaport opens his late-night show 
at Climate Theatre with Jones, the 
stronger of the two 20-minute works. 
Standing in a circle of light, wearing 
black pants and tuxedo jacket but no 
shirt, Rappaport wrings some mourn- 
ful blues out of his accordion. Then he 
matches it with an anguished song, 
throwing back his head and howling 
out the words in a voice that could clear 
your sinuses. Blue-eyed soul, meet 
Grotowski. 

What comes up next is a strange, fer- 
vent monologue about drinking, sex, a 





love affair, a drowning. Flooded with 
sensual detail, at times it’s like a 
metaphysical version of a Lenny Bruce 
rap — especially during an earthy medita- 
tion on the verb ‘‘fuck.”” At other 
moments, Rappaport aims heavenward, 
calling out to God and rabbis and 
angels like Job in the wilderness. (Pro- 
Ject Job by the way, was the name of a 
piece he developed with Fred Curchack.) 

Jones eschews clear narrative: You 
follow along by listening to the sounds of 
the words and watching Rappaport’s 
vivid facial expressions. As stories 
mutate into other stories, it gets harder 
to separate fact from phantom. Did 
this character’s girlfriend drown in the 
waves? Did he? Did they both? The 
name Jones recalls the slang term for 
heroin addiction: Are sex, death, God 
and booze interlocked forms of addic- 
tion, or intersecting avenues to 
redemption? 

Philosophical questions seem to 
ooze out of Rappaport’s pores. He uses 
his supple body, agile voice and raw- 
nerve emotionality to rattle you, but 
somehow he never goes over the line in- 
to solipsism. Director Mary Forcade 
helps keep Jones in focus — actually 
Jones brings to mind solo pieces like 
Aztec and The Sunshine’s a Glorious 
Bird by Forcade’s longtime colleague, 
John O’Keefe. What’s different in 
Rappaport’s work is a feverish sexuali- 
ty, expressed in the Baudelairean image 
of two skeletons dancing and making 
love in the surf. 

If Jones steers clear of preciousness, 


The Bird stumbles toward it. The piece 
is yet another take on a theme we’re all 
tired of: a theater piece about an artist 
trying to create a theater piece. I hereby 
propose an immediate moratorium on 
shows about artists who whine about 
how difficult it is to make art. 

Fortunately, Rappaport doesn’t 
spend all his time whining. Attired in 
scuzzy pajamas, he does start off by 
complaining at length about the many 
distractions keeping him from his 
writing. He rededicates himself to 
“fight the fight”’ (this is art as combat), 
and sits down at his desk to conjure up 
grandiose images about the cosmos and 
“the eternity beneath my skin.”’ But his 
attention keeps wandering to the plight 
of a small bird that has flown into the 
room and can’t get out. 

It doesn’t take long to figure out 
where this is all headed. The winged 
creature represents the natural world 
the artist has cut himself off from, and 
we’ll end up with an epiphany that 
reunites art with nature, the symbolic 
with the real. What saves The Bird 
from full-blown cliche are Rappaport’s 
wonderfully spasmodic physical stunts 
— an arching leap up onto the desk, a 
convulsion of jerking and rolling — 
and some radiant and funny lines. 

The best weapon in Rappaport’s per- 
formance arsenal, however, in his un- 
compromising presence. At a time 
when many performances are too cool 
for school, he dares to wear his sen- 
sitivity on his pajama sleeve. It’s his 
form of fighting the good fight. |

The Navigator 

New Zealand writer/director 
Vincent Ward's beautifully 
photographed study of con- 
trasts starts in remote 1348 
Cambria, where the villagers 
hide underground in the hope 
that the Black Death will pass 
them by. Young visionary 
Hamish McFarlane has a re- 
curring, fragmented dream 
that they must place a cross 
on a distant cathedral before 
the dawn, or the village will be 
lost. The boy, his brother 
Bruce Lyons, and three other 
villagers begin this bizarre mis- 
sion via a mine shaft rumored 
to lead to the far side of the 
earth, and tunnel through to 
emerge in 1988 New Zealand. 
The contrast of its brilliant 
lights, noise and technology 
after the cold blackness of the 


medieval world is stunning, but 
McFarlane's more concerned 
with the identity of the figure 
he sees falling to its death 
from the cathedral spire in his 
dream. In learning it, au- 
diences may find the switch 
from black and white to color 
jerky, and story moments un- 
convincing, but for the very 
patient there are compensa- 
tions. (Four Star, SF.) 


Princess Tam-Tam 

In the 1930s, a time when 
black women in film were 
relegated to maid and mammy 
roles, the unique Josephine 
Baker was in Paris, notonly 
Starring in films but playing 
opposite white leading men 
Princess Tam-Tam is Edmond 
Greville’s 1935 Blackmalion- 
like story of free-spirited gamin 
Baker, who enchants upper- 
crust-but-down-to-earth writer 
Albert Prejean. Baker's in 
Tunisia where Prejean comes 
to escape shrewish social- 


climber wife Germaine Aussey 
and find inspiration for his 
latest novel. Baker becomes 
his muse as he plans to 
“civilize” her and present her 
to Paris as a princess. Mean- 
while, Aussey’s being wooed 
by Maharajah Jean Galland, 
adding more color to the con- 
troversial fire. By the time 
everything's resolved with an 
added twist in the tail, the 
film's dated style and Busby 
Berkeley-like numbers have 
often made it unintentionally 
amusing, but never dull, and 
given a tantalizing glimpse of 
the multiple talents that made 
up the legend that was 
Josephine Baker. (Fri/21-
